INSURANCE FOR COTTONSEED 


MILLS, 

A New Orleans crusher writes us that 
‘the burning of so many mills, of late, 
is scaring the insurance men, anda 
great many policies are being cancell- 
ed.” This, he thinks ‘should stir up 
the crushers to take hold of their pro- 
ject of forming a co-operative insur- 
ance company, as proposed at several 
of the conventions.” The suggestion 
seemsto us to be a timelyone. The 
insurance reports presented to the 
Crushers’Association at the convention 
in 1882, and again in 1883, presented an 
elaborate and well-considered plan for 
mutual insurance, based upon careful 
investigations of the cost and profits to 
the old line companies of insuring, this 
class of risks, and the result of co-ope- 
rative insurance as carried on in other 
industries. In 1882, when the scheme 
was first formulated by Mr. 8. J. Camp 
of Memphis, to whom the association 
is indebted for much painstaking work 
in this direction, there were sixty wills 
in existence and they were assumed to 
be carrying an average of $40,000 insur- 
ance at four per cent. Distributed as 
were these risks among a large number 
of companies,it was found that deduct- 
ing thirty per cent: as the expense of 
doing the business, the loss of one mill 
in thirty caused a net loss of over $10,- 
000 to the con panies during the year. 
Under the mutual system proposed by 





Mr. Camp, the revenues of the compa- 


| ny wovld be, from premiums at four 


percent $96,000, interest at four per 
cent. $3,600, or a total revenue of $99,- 
| 600. Against this amount would be 
$80,000 loss on two mills, and $9,600 ex- 


' penses of conducting the business, esti- 
| mated at ten per cent of the receipts, 


leaving a profit of $10,000. The amount 
allowed for expenses fully covered the 
necessary outlay for doing tbe business 
and the surplusis by no means exag- 
gerated. Asamatter of fact the rate 
of loss is less than one in thirty, al- 
though it will probably exceed that 
proportion this year. But it must be 
borne ir. mind that the important func- 
tions of mutual insurance is to prevent 
fires, and we are confident that the 
average ratio of loss would be less than 
one to fifty under a well organized co- 
operative system. The net cost of 
insurance under such a plan could be 
reduced more than fifty per cent and 
the uninsured risk, which every mill 
must carry in excess of its policies un- 
der any form of insurance, reduced 
proportionately by the safeguards 
thrown around the property by the 
regulations of the mutual companies. 
With the business getting intoa posi- 
tion where it cannot be expected to 
yield more than a fair manufacturers’ 
profit, economizing at such a rate as 
the difference between the present and 
the necessary cost of insurance, is a 
consideration which may well occupy 
the attention of the association.

INTERNAL REVENUE AND THE 
DISTILLERIES. 


The annual report of the commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, is one of 
the most important official documents 
presented to Congress, presenting, as 
it does, the details of a vast business of 
internal commerce, which contributes 
so largely to the support of the Gov- 
ernment. The collections for the fiscal 
year 1884 reached over one hundred 
and twenty-one millions of dollars, 
against one hundred and forty-four 
millions for 1883. Payment of the tax 
on the large production of spirits in 
1881 was a material factor in this re- 
sult. One of the principal causes con- 
tributing to the reduction of receipts 
during the present year, will be the 
largely increased exportation abroad 
of spirits in bond, on which, for vari- 
ous reasons the owners cannot pay the 
tax. Something like 10,000,000 gallons, 
according to the statement of the com- 
missioner, have already been forced 
abroad during the current calendar 
year because of stagnation in trade 
and the refusal of Congress to extend 
the bonded period, Anaccompanying 
table in the report shows the amount 
of increase for the year 1884 as com- 
pared with 1883, in the following items: 
Spirits distilled from grain and other 
materials, $2,673,954; manufacturers of 
stills (special tax) $81.24, stamps for 
distilled spirits intended for export, 
$8,725.50; in fermented liquors there 
was also an increase of $1,184,338 30. 

The total number of grain distiller- 
ies registered during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1884, was 1,291, of which 
number only 1,078 were operated. The 
numbers registered and operated dur- 
ing the same period of last year, were 
1,250 and 1,096, respectively, showing 
an increase during the present year of 
forty-one in the number registered and 
a decrease of eighteen in the number 
operated. The increase in the number 
registered occurs, as was the case in 
the preceding fiscal year, in the class 
of distilleries having the smaller capac- 
ities for the production of spirits, In 
the class of larger distilleries a very 
decided reduction occurs both in the 
number registered and the number 
operated. During the fiscal year of 
1883 there were 969 small distilleries 
registered, of which 875 or ninety per 
cent. were operated; while of the larger 
distilleries, 281 were registered and 221 
or seventy-eight per cent were oper- 
ated. During the present year, 1,052

distilleries of the smaller class, whose 
daily capacities for the use of grain 
vary from not over five bushels to not 
over sixty bushels, were registered, and 
of this number 905, or eighty-six per 
cent, were operated. Of the larger 
works whose daily output varies from 
not less than sixty to five hundred 
bushels of grain and from that to 
nearly 6,000 bushels, 239 were registered 
and 173, or seventy-two per cent, were 
operated. Theincrease of eighty-three 
in the number of small distilleries reg- 
istered was not attended by a corres- 
ponding increase in the number oper- 
ated, only thirty more of this class 
having been operated than in the pre- 
vious year. The decrease of forty two 
in the number of large distilleries reg- 
istered was accompanied by a still 
larger diminution in the number run- 
ning. 

The quantity of grain used in the 
production of spirits during the past 
fiscal year amounting to 18,927,982 
bushels, is an increase of 283,195 bush- 
els above the amount used in the pre- 
ceding fiscal year, but is 5,157,897 
bushels less than the average of 24,065,- 
879 bushels. for the last five years. A 
corresponding increase appears in the 
amount of spirits produced from grain 
during the year, 738,724,581 gallons, 
which is an excess of 1,489,406 gallons 
over the product of 72.235,175 gallons 
for the year ended June 30, 1883. The 
yield of spirits from each bushel of 
grain varies but little from that of the 
preceding year, but still increases 
slightly, being 3,895 gallons, as com- 
pared with 3,875 for 1883 and 3,792 gal- 
lons for 1882. The quantity of alcohol 
withdrawn free of tax from distillery 
warehouses for the use of colleges and 
other institutions of learning in the 
preservation of specimens of natural 
history in their several museums, and 
for use in their chemical laboratories, 
and of spirits of various kinds for the 
use of the United States, amounted 
during the year to 20,837 gallons, or 
7,888 gallons less than the quantity 
withdrawn during the previous year.

THE POSITION OF CANTHARIDES. 

For the past few weeks, the market 
for cantharides, appeared to be in good 
position for another advance. The 
scarcity of supplies during the early 
part of last October caused an upward 
tendency and Russian commanded 
$2, while Chinese was not quotable, 
being entirely out of the market. The 
“Spanish flies” usually make their ap- 
pearance in swarms upon the trees in 
May and June when they are collected 
in the southern provinces of Russia 
where the insect is abundant, and 
shipped to St. Petersburg, the distrib- 
uting point. The new crop commenced 
to arrive here in the latter part of Oc- 
tober and prices sagged only to be 
stiffened again by reports of a limited 
yield for the season. These were con- 
firmed ina measure, and subsequent 
advices were still more encouraging 
for higher prices, the size of the Rus- 
sian crop being placed at a much 
smaller amount than previous years. 
Speculators on the continent took ad- 
vantage of the situation by liberal pur- 
chases and declining to release holdings 
under a material advance over former 
quotations. Most of the available 
stocks were thus locked up, and the 
American outlet practically closed. 
Supplies on this market are running 
low, but little disposition has been 
manifested recently to enlarge the 
stock, while in the meantime the foreign 
speculators have been doing little or 
no business at seven shillings and six 
Pence per pound. According to mail 
advices received on Monday, the em- 
bargo to trade has been removed by 
the principal holders signifying a de- 
sire to release stocks at easier figures. 
There seems to be no question about 
the short crop, but supplies now being 
released, are said to be ample to meet 
all demands. This market weakened 
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under the pressure with offerings at 
$1.60—a decline of fifteen cents for 
prime Russian cantharides. Other 
holders are inclined to be firm in their 
demands and quote $1.70 as the inside 
figure. There is no special inquiry for 
the article, in fact business has 
been stagnant in this line, but 
should an active trade ensue, 
materially higher values may be consid- 
ered among the probabilities. It would 
not require much of an effort to clean 
the home market of all its stock. 

Chinese cantharides have followed 
in the wake of the Russian, but at 
present writing they are in a relatively 
better position. At no time within 
two years have stocks been moderate, 
and circumstances would indicate not 
only a higher market, but an entire 
exhaustion of supplies soon,,in which 
event the Russian article would receive 
the benefit. There is much to encour- 
age holders of both grades and as nine 
months will elapse before the market- 
ing of the next crop, a long season of 
fluctuating prices is in store. Chinese 
is quoted at $1 50. 

SCARCITY OF INSECT FLOWERS. 

A radical change has taken place in 
the position of Dalmation insect flowers 
since last June. The high price real- 
ized in former years, encouraged pro- 
duction and the supply largely ex- 
ceeded the demand until last spring. 
The foreign markets were burdened by 
heavy stocks during the past three 
years and prices receded to the lowest 
point within the history of the article. 
Values being considered too low for 
profitable cultivation, the output was 
curtailed to a large extent. In the 
meantime, the popularity of insect 
powders increased and the enlarged 
consumptive movement unloaded the 
markets of all surplus stocks. Prices 
were thus stimulated from both ends 
by decreased production and continued 
growth of consumptive wants. Last 
June an improvement was noticed in 
the Trieste market and the feeling 
gradually gained in strength. Export- 
ers who were acquainted with the 
statistical position of the article enter- 
tained advanced views regarding the 
future, and we understand that im- 
porters here made some profitable con- 
tracts at the time, but not sufficient to 
meet present demands. The trade now 
realizes that the crop this year was 
comparatively small, owing to the 
culture being partially abandoned as 
stated. Holders of the limited stocks 
abroad are indifferent sellers at seventy- 
five to one hundred shillings per hun- 
dred pounds, which is almost double 
the price asked during last June. This 
market is not quotable, the small 
stock being held at extreme prices, and 
what little there is on the way goes 
into manufacture. It is reasonable to 
expect a scarcity of supplies and firm 
markets next season, as high prices 
will not stimulate production to the 
extent of meeting the increased con- 
sumption. 

In former years, all the insect powder 
made from Dalmation flowers and sold 
on this market, was prepared abroad 
and invariably colored yellow and 
weighted. The experiment was subse- 
quently tried of importing the flowers 
and grinding them here without color 
ing. Itseemed to give entire satisfac- 
tion and now uncolored insect powder 
is a specialty with some houses. The 
three grades of flowers known as closed, 
ha!f-closed and open are valued in the 
order named, the cloged being consid- 
ered much superior to the open. There 
is but one variety of wild flowers mar- 
keted; these come in a closed shape 
and rank first on the list. Insect 
powder made out of the closed grade 
exclusively is claimed to possess extra 
good strength, and the product of the 
three varieties comes next, while the 
use of yellow pigments to give the pow- 
der a uniform color is not so general 
as formerly, 





There has been no material advance 
in the price of powder, although values 
are firm with an upward tendency. 
Increasing demands can easily be satis- 
fied for some time to come by home 
manufacturers. They find no profit 
in present prices which are much lower 
relatively than flowers and they natur. 
ally look for enhanced values from now 
until larger supplies are placed upon 
the market. The heaviest business is 
done in spring and early summer,and the 
inquiries now are principally coufined 
to small orders to take the place of 
depleted stocks. As the next crop of 
flowers cannot be distributed in time 
for next season's supply of powder, the 
market for the latter is expected to 
remain firm.

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AGITATING REFORM IN THE IN- 
SURANCE BUSINESS. 


The unusual heavy losses by fire this 
year have caused the underwriters to 
look around for means to diminsh the 
“moral hazard” risk, which is always 
one of great prowinence but more so 
in all periods of busivess depression. 
They claim that this cause has been 
exhibiting fearful activity lately, and 
as aremedy, the companies are exer- 
cising greater caution in every direc- 
tion and endeavoring to advance the 
use of the three-fourth clauses, under 
which the assured bears one-fourth of 
the loss. The object is to require the 
property owner to retain a larger inter- 
est in the property at risk, thus en- 
couraging its preservation and reduc- 
ing the moral hazard. In ordinary 
times the losses from design, either in 
the shape of deliberate incendiarism 
or contributory carelessness, amount 
to about one-third of the whole, ac- 
cording to the statements of the under- 
writers. They are urging the enact- 
ment of laws to engraft the policy of 
the three-quarter clauses upon the in- 
surance business, under the belief that 
the immense annual destruction of 
property makes this a matter of great 
public concern, and that the reform 
could not be brought about except by 
legislation. This means of protection 
may be found necessacy on questiona- 
ble applications for insurance, but there 
should be a discrimination in favor of 
old and reliable policy holders. The 


present agitation may be only an ex- 


euse for maintaining or advancing 
rates. 





The total loss of property last year is 


( 
estimated in value at between ninety 


and a hundred millions, representing 
one-eighth of the profits of the entire 
business of the country. The actual 
losses of the companies up to the pres- 
ent time this year are said to be largely 
in excess of last year. The amouut of 
loss to premium hasincreased from five 
to ten per cent. in the business of many 
companies, and will average an ad- 
vance of six per cent. on all the busi- 
ness. The absolute ratio of loss for 
three or four years has been steadily 
increasing, and the predominant cause 
is assigned to “general liquidation” in 
commercial enterprises. The National 
Board of Underwriters has been trying 
to promote the improvement of fire de- 
partinents throughout the country,and 
in some cases it was found necessary to 
advance rates to such an extent that 
municipalities were virtually compelled 
to act in order to relieve their commu- 
nities from the payment of the in- 
creased premium. In some parts of 
the South outstanding policies have 
been cancelled and agencies withdrawn 
altogether. The injurious effects of 
competition in the insurance business 
are not felt this year so much in cutting 
rates as in paying extra commissions.

The general, commercial situation through- 
out the United States, as reported to Brad- 
street’s in special telegrams from important 
trade centers, shows no marked change, al- 
though there are several reports of a more en- 
couraging nature than have been received for 
along time,

W. B. Coggeswell, of the Solvay Process Co., 
whose works are located at Syracuse, N. Y. He 
is quite sanguine over the outlook for a good 
trade during the coming year. 

The Chalmette Cottonseed Oil Mills, the new- 
est mills at New Orleans, have just started up 
witha complete outfit of Taylor's improved 
machinery, and promises to have a most suc- 
cessful season. Mr. Edwin Taylor personally 
superintended the placing of the machinery 
and starting of the mill. 

There were 237 failures in the United States 
reported to Bradstreet’s during the past week, 
as compared with 251 in the preceding week, 
and with 232, 186 and 158 respectively in the 
corresponding weeks of 1883, 1882 and 1881. 
About 85 per cent were those of small traders 
whose capita! was less than $5,000. Canada had 
25, a decrease of 7. 

Mr. W. E. de Lorme is taking an extended 
trip through the United States in the interest 
of his firm, Messrs. Barrett & Elers, manufac- 
turers of screw top bottles, 21 Charter House 








Building, London, E. C. He says that a num- 
ber of large breweries are contemplating the 
use of this bottle, which is a very ingenious 
device obviating the use of corks and perfectly 
air tight. 

Adam & Co.’s flint glassworks, of Pittsburg, 
shut down last week for an indefinite period. 
The works are now overstocked with ware and 
orders are exceedingly dull. The closing down 
of these works will be keenly felt on that side, 
as they had given employment to about three 
hundred men and boys. The proprietors are 
doing their utmost to have the works open ina 
short time and make the suspension as brief as 
possible. 

A new industry is about to be started in Ire- 
land. A gentleman, whose business in the Le- 
vant has been upset by the Egyptian complica- 
tions, has returned to Ireland and sees his way 
to propagate sponges in some of the sheltered 
bays of the Irish coast. He bas already secured 
shore rights, and is taking the needful steps to 
set going an industry which will probably pay, 
as there will be no syndicate, Board or Sec- 
retary. 

Sealed proposals, in duplicate (from regular 
dealers or manufacturers only), indorsed ‘“Pro- 
posals E. and R.,”’ will be received at the office 
of the United States Pay Office in Washington, 
until noon, Ist of December, 1854, for supplies 
of oil, varnish, tallow, &c., to be delivered at 
the navy yard, Washington, D. C., withinthirty 
days from date of award, free of any expense 
tothe Government and subject to the usual 
inspection and condition, 


The manufacturers of book paper at Holy- 
oke, Mass., decided not to follow the example 
of the fine writing mills in shutting down dur- 
ing the last full weeks in November, Decem- 
ber and January, Ninety per cent of the mills 
will stand by the agreement, and the suspen- 
sion began last week. The finishing depart- 
ments will be run as usual, so that the shutting 
down will amount to the same thing as though 
the mills did not run nights. 

The French Consul at Hamburg says that an 
oil works has been recently constructed there 
on the model of those in England for the ex- 
traction of cottonseed oil. It is the first estab- 
lishment of the kind in Germany, but its 
success is not doubted, as the oil wili finda 
market inthe soapworks, and the oil cake is 
good cattle food. There has been a great de- 
velopment of the oil-pressing business in Ham- 
burg; more than 40,000 tons of oleaginous 
seeds were used in it last year.

The Empire City Linseed O11 Co., of this city 
informs us that they have succeeded in making 
a paint oil, which they claim works in ground 
white lead with the same ease and freedom as 

inseed oil. The company boldly announce its 
claims in our advertising columns, and is ready 
to stand the test of trial. We are assured by 
the company that there is a growing inquiry 
for ollof that nature, and that its oil meets 
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the most exacting requirements. The company 
is making a specialty of paint oils and is doing 
a thriving business. 

The Lancet quotes from an Italian journal a 
statement that two wagons laden with chlo- 
ride of lime and carbolic acid, on their way 
from Switzerland to Italy, were stopped at 
Chiasso, a station of the sanitary cordon, the 
Officials refusing to make any exception in 
carrying out the peremptory orders that had 
been issued that all imports should be disin- 
fected. It is not stated whether either or both 
of the consignments were utilized, or whether 
a local store of disinfectant was drawn upon in 
this reductio ad absurdum of the quarantine 
regulations. 

The Tischler Zeitung gives the following 
method of testing glue: Carefully weigh a piece 
and suspend it in water, at a temperature not 
exceeding 10 deg. C. (50 deg. F.), during 24 
hours. The coloring matter is then precipi- 
tated, and the glue swells in consequence of 
the absorption of water. On removing the 
glue from the water, the increase in weight 
will be found to be in proportion to the qual- 
ity. The weight af the coloring matter can also 
be ascertained by weighing the glue a second 
time after it has been thoroughly dried. 


A correspondent of the Crockery and Glass 
Journal, writing from Bellaire, Ohio, says: 
**The depression in the window glass works 
deepens instead of clearing up. Indeed, it is 
altogether likely that some, if not all of them 
will shut down indefinitely very soon. It looks 
as if it were very foolish to continue to run on 
in the face of great losses and daily cecreasing 
business. Some of the factories hereabouts 
have not booked a half dozen orders in the last 
fortnight. The reason is patent. There is too 
much window glass and no demand for it.” 


Saturday evening the flint glass workers of 
Pittsburg were confident that the recently 
proposed reduction of wages at McKee Bro’s. 
factory would not be insisted upon, as all 
preparations had been made for continuing 
work on Monday. Some of the men claim that 
there is a movement on foot among several 
large firms to form a pool and drive some of 
the smaller firms out of the business. The 
men say they have positive knowledge of firms 
seliing glass at figures far below the cost of 
production, in order to distress the smaller es- 
tablishments. 

Mr. Thomas Lakeman, of Sydney, New South 
Wales, one of thejrepresentatives in Austral.a 
and New Zealand for Messrs. *Burgoyne, Bur- 
bidges, Cyriax & Farries, wholesale and export 
druggists, Coleman street, London, Messrs. 
Wm. Harland & Son, varnish munufacturers, 
Merton, Surrey, England, and Messrs. Parke, 
Davis & Co,, manufacturing chemists, Detroit 
and New York, willarrivein this city by the 
* Adriatic,”’ en route home via San Francisco. 
Mr. Lakeman’s stay in this country will be of 
short duration, as he is desirous of returning 
to the Colonies in time for the ensuing spring 
trade. 

Joseph Anderson, of the O’Hara Glass Com- 
pany of Pittsburg, has secured letters patent 
on his method for applying natural gas toglass 
furnaces. having received them on November 
ll. His system is in operation at his own 
works. and it is considered by experts to be the 
best that has yet been devised. One of the 
principal merits of his method of using this 
fuel, which is highly explosive and dangerous 
when not properly controlled, is the number of 
independent automatic safeguards he has in- 
troduced, which combined render accident or 
mishap of any kind practically impossible. 
They use no other fuel than natural gas in any 
part of this factory, and have never had the 
slightest trouble with it. 

The Mining and Scientific Press states that 
the Redington quicksilver mines of Knoxville, 
Cal., are now making about twenty-five flasks, 
or 1900 pounds of quicksilver per week from 
low grade ore, which has accumulated as waste 
about the mines for the past fifteen years. No 
new ore is being taken out, nor will the mine 
be worked for new ore until the price of mer- 
cury advances. The metal brings now about 
$29 per flask, containing 764 pounds. Forty 
dollars per flask is considered but a living mar- 
ket price by the miners. These mines are 
about twenty years old. During this time they 
have produced $3,000,000 worth of quicksilver 
and disbursed at least $2,000,000 in Napa 
county. 

Last Saturday the Jersey City drug mills of 
R,Hillier Son & Co. were robbed of $515. Mr. F. 
A. Moore, one of the partners, had just return- 
ed from the bank with $525 for the purpose 
of making up the pay roll, and laid 
the amount on the desk to talk to 
a stranger who wanted to buy some empty 
casks that were onthe sidewalk. Mr. Moore 
went out with the man to look at the casks and 
left no one in the office. He was hardly absent 
five minutes when he returned to his desk and 
found that $515 had been stolen during his ab- 
sence. Heat once notificd the police, but the 
stranger and his confederates had strangely 
disappeared, It is supposed that they followed 
Mr. Moore from the bank, and while one ope- 
rated from the rear the other engaged his at- 
tention outside. 

We have recently had brought under our 
notice,says a foreign exchange, a new material 
for building purposes, in the shape of cork 
bricks. The material used in these is a mixture 


of curk, silica, and lime. It is stated to bea 
erfectly durable material, guaranteed not to 





rot. It has the advantage of keeping out heat 
and cold. Itis light in weight and easily ap- 
plied. Aninterior wall might be built of it 
where an ordinary brick wall would be too 
heavy, while it would be equally durable and 
substantial. It isnailed up to laths as a cover- 
ing under roofs, or for ceilings, for wall 
linings, and for the under part of floors, as it is 
said to be an admirable preventive of damp, 
and a deadener of sound also. It is stated to be 
in extensive use in Germany. 


The first starting of the rough plate depart- 
ment of the Mississippi Glass Works at St. 
Louis,was on Thursday, Nov. 13. The presence 
of six skilled English workmen, brought over 
specially for the work, from Jas. Hartley’s 
Wear Giass Works, Sunderland, Durham, in- 
sured a successful starting. These workmen, 
we may add, consist of two ladlers, a wheel- 
man, a piler, a kiln assistant and a puller-out; 
through their experience and skill the addition- 
al hands were soon broke into the work. Only 
five or six plates were spoiled before the work 
of turning off for the annealing oven was 
regularly entered upon. A representative of 
The Age of Steel who visited the works had the 
process of manufacture explained to him in all 
its details. 


Tyson Myers, a produce dealer, at 258 North 
Water street, Phiiadelphia, was arraigned be- 
fore Magistrate Lennon last week on the charge 
of having violated the act of assembly regu- 
lating the sale of oleomargarine. The com- 
plainant was John Schneider, a grocer, at 1437 
North Twenty-fifth street, who alleged that the 
defendant had sold him a composition similar 
to oleomargarine, representing the same to be 
butter. The article was produced in evidence, 
but the Magistrate, who has had some experi- 
ence with boarding houses, was unable to de- 
cide by the odor whether the grease was the 
genuine product of the dairy or the result of 
man’s ingenuity. The ease was held under ad- 
visement until December 2. 

The glass required for optical purposes, es- 
pecially in lenses and other articles where ex- 
treme clearness and transparency are required, 
has to be manufacturcd with especial care, and 
hitherto this country has imported its supplies. 
Since the application of gas to melting and an- 
nealing purposes it has been found that per- 
fectly homogeneous glass can be made from 
the materials used here, and accordingly a pro- 
ject has been set on foot to establish a factory 
for the production of optical glass, including 
glass eyes, in Pittsburg, saya the Glass Journal 
From experiments already made there is no 
doubt of the success of the enterprise, but tho 
projectors do not wish their names published 
for a little while longer, until the matter is 
more advanced than it is at present. 


Besides the activity in the drug line, noted in 
these columns last week, there has been an en- 
larged movement in fish through the same 
source, During the fishing season just closed, 
Mr. John Fulton, Jr., of the drug importing 
house of Sta!lman & Fulton, of this city, pre- 
sented his numerous friends in New Jersey 
with an abundant supply of Tom cods and 
bass, through his own successful efforts as an 
angler. It was not unusual for him to haul up 
over 300 fish with a single rod ut each sitting. 
Mr. J. H. Stallman also tried his hand, with 
good results, and between them both, no traces 
of the finny tribe, or even crabs, are to be seen 
in Newark Bay. This is another evidence, 
characteristic of the firm, that whatever they 
undertake to do they do it with a will, which 
partly accounts for their great success in busi- 
ness. 

During his recent visit to Mexico, President 
Wade of the Mexican Central Railroad says he 
was gratified to see how quietly everything 1s 
running and how rapidly the peopie are ac- 
commodating themselves to the new order of 
things. In one of the States a native has be- 
gun the manufecture of soap from the alkali 
plant that abounds there, and in looks and 
quality it compares favorably with the best 
white castile soap in American markets. This 
may be developed into a large industry. In an- 
other place near the railroad a rich deposit cf 
brimstone has been discovered, and is now be- 
ing worked. These discoveries are stimulat- 
ing the residents there and at other points 
along the line to greater enterprise and thrift 
than they have ever before known, andina 
reasonable time the new life awakened may be 
expected to give the road a steadily increasing 
revenue. 

Referring to a notice ¢f its recent purchase, 
in our last issue, the King Varnish Company of 
Akron, Ohio, calls our attention to the fact 
that our announcement was incomplete, and 
that we failed to state that it was now the ex- 
clusive possessor of the furmulas of the late 
Forest City Varnish Co., of Cleveland. The 
company assures us that the formulas were 
known only to the superintendant and the 
head melter of the Forest City Co., the latter of 
whom is now in the employ of the King Co., 
while both are ready to testify that the for- 
mulas are known to no one but themselves, and 
are now available to no other than the latter 
company. As a consequence, it states that 
after the stock made by the Forest City Com- 
pany, previous to its closing out, has been 
consumed, further supplies of the same goods 
can only be obtained from the King Varnish 
Co. 

Mr. C. H.C. B. Klussman, representative of 
Messrs. Leech, Neal & Co., of Derby, Eng., is in 
the city and will sail for home by the Germanic 
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on Saturday. Mr. Klussman has been in this 
country since the middle of October and has 
made an extended tour of the trade, calling on 
the numerous friends he has formed for his 
firm during his two previous visits to America. 
He has reason to be well satisfied with the re- 
sults of his trip, although evidence of the 
general depression in business has not failed tu 
present itself. Messrs. Leech, Neal & Co. are 
fortunate in their American representatives, 
Mr. Kiussman being one of the most popular 
forvign travelers that come to this country, 
while their Chicago agency is in the hands of 
Mr. E. H. Haines, who enjoys the complete 
confidence of every paint house in the western 
metropolis) With such representatives and 
first-class goods the firm’s success in America 
is not surprising. 


Works have been established at Hammer- 
smith for the production on a large scale ot 
embossed glass tablets and decorations under a 
new American patent process Hitherto two 
processes have been in use for the production 
of embossed designs on glass. In one the de- 
sign is traced on glass in such a manner that 
the lines of the pattern are left open. all the 
rest of the glass being protected by a varnish. 
Being dipped in a bath of hydrofluoric acid,the 
design is thus eaten out. Of lute years a much 
cheaper process, known as the sandblast pro- 
cess, has come into use, and this, we belicve, 
has been largely employed. The glass to be 
engraved is covered by paper, out of which the 
design has been cut. The sheet is passed into a 
machine, where a continuous stream of sand is 
violently impelled against it, and the pattern is 
thus produced. When, as is usually the case 
white designs are produced on colored glass, 
the color is not solid, but merely flashed on to 
the surface, and it is this surface color which is 
either eaten or cut away.—Chemist and Drug- 
gist. 


The Western Export Association, composed 
of distillers of high wines north and west of 
the Ohio river, have reduced the aggregate 
daily mash of the fifty-two distilleries in this 
association from 36,000 to 32,000 bushels of corn 
daily. This was done quietly at a secret meet- 
ing of the association held in Cincinnati last 
week Tuesday. This is not what its name sig- 
nifies,an export association. It is a pooling 
combination, whose purpose is to prevent 
overproduction of high wines. Its original 
purpose was to relieve the home market by 
foreign exportation, but the continued high 
price of corn rendered the exportation of high 
wines impossible, even with the subsidies 
raised by the association, wherefore it natu- 
rally resolved itself into a pool for uniformly 
reducing production and maintaining prices. 
Theaction of the pool in reducing the daily 
mash signifies that high wines are accumulat- 
ing somewhat faster than the market demand 
can absorb them, and a reduction of the output 
is necessary to prevent aglut. The total daily 
capacity of all the distilleries in the pool is 
125,000 bushels, or 500.000 gallons of high win: s 
daily. The daily rate just established is 25 3-5 
per cent of the full aggregate capacity of the 
distilleries, and it will turn out a daily yield of 
128,000 gallons of high wines.

Glycerine iu Cottonseed Oil. 
NEw YORK, Nov. 29, 1884. 
Editor Oru, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER. 

If the writer of the correspondence headed 
“Glycerine in Cottonseed Oil,” in your last issue 
bad read the articles on this subject in this pa- 
per, he might have been better posted. In reply 
to it I beg to state the following facts: 

The average yield of crude glycerine from 
yellow cottonseed oil is 8 per cent, and I have 
extracted as high as 10 per cent. The soap 
made from the fatty acids obtained by 
my process is perfectly white and equal in 
all respects to the best imported castile soap. 
These fatty acids are not only fully equal to 
those made from No.1 tallow,but are in many 
respects far supericr to them. 

There is no question at all that C. 8. Oilis a 
gem for the soap maker, and it is an undeniable 
fact that the leading Western firms use immense 
quantities of it, especially for their best grades 
of soap. The glycerine obtained as a by-pro- 
duct is of course far superior both in quality 
and quantity to that made from animal fats, 
and the doubtful origin and clean- 
liness of most of the raw material 
used for candle making is a subject of very un- 
pleasant: contemplation. It is a well known 
fact that putrid fat and the grease from animals 
which have died frumi contagious diseases, are 
frequently used by candle makers of this coun- 
try, while those of foreign eountries often use 
the fat of such human beingsas become the 
refuse subjects of hospitals, dissecting rooms, 
battle flelds or cholera infected districts. 

Glycerine made of such material may be all 
well enough for dynamite or other technical 
uses, but for medicinal purposes or eatables, it 
is disgusting in the extreme. 

The best qualities of glycerine are made from 
vegetable oils such as olive, palm (Price’s Lon- 
don), cocoanut andiast but not least from cot- 
tonseed oil. 

With such an article as cottonseed oil, ‘the 
lily of the South,” at our command, I fail to 
understand why we should import any more 
soap or glycerine. It is carrying coal to New- 
castle, RUDOLPH GIEBERMANN. 





An Effective Ice Machine and Its 
Surronndings.

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 28, 1884. 

Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

During my stay here I have been afforded an 
opportunity to inspect the ice machines em- 
ployed in the extensive brewery of Mr. Chris- 
tain Moerlein,and believe a description of it will 
not prove uninteresting to the many readers 
of the REPORTER who have occasion to employ 
refrigerating processes, The machines, of 
which there are four, are manufactured by the 
Arctic Ice Machine Mfg. Co., of Cleveland, O., 
and occupy a room about, 60x90 feet, wherein 
their ponderous proportions and simplicity of 
construction and operation are seen to good 
advantage. The machines require 80 horse 
power each. aud are run by their share of the 
power produced by the three battery boilers, 
which supply the power for the whole estab- 
lishment, 

From this room—which is handsomely paint- 
ed and frescoed—we pass into the cool atmo- 
sphere of the Pump Room, where we find four 
pumps completely covered with ice—engaged in 
pumping chilled brine through the pipes—which 
perform their duty by cooling 1000 to 1200 bar- 
rels of beer per diem, These discharge pumps 
force the brine 800 feet, and bear the familiar 
names of Gordon Maxwell, of Hamilton, O.,and 
H. R.Worthington, of New York. In this room 
are also several large refrigerating tanks con- 
taining frum 6000 to 7000 feet of pipes. The tanks 
are each of the capacity of 600 barrels, and con- 
tain brine which averaged 5 to6 deg. above zero, 
The pipes, passing through these tanks, con- 
vey anhydrous ammonia, which, by being con- 
verted into a vapor, cause extreme cold and 
thus chills the brine that is then pumped 
through pipes coiled in the cooling rooms. In 
the ice room the freezing machines turn out 
about twenty-five tons ofice per diem. Theice 
is formed in cans placed between rows of pip- 
ing, in a large tank filled with brine. Through 
these pipes the anhydrous ammonia circulates, 
passing thence to the condenser, when it is re- 
converted from a gas to a liquid, in which state 
it falls into a receiver, and starts again upon 
its circuit. This course is kept up indefinitely. 
When the water in the cans is frozen they are 
taken out of the brine and stood on end until 
the ice drops, when the can is lifted off and put 
back into the brine and filled with fresh water 
for freezing. The brine circulates until it bas 
returned to the tank, to be again cooled. and 
the ammonia is condensed and re-condensed, 
all in a complete circuit and with compara- 
tively little waste. I believe the estimate is 
that it takes one ton of;,coal to manufacture 
ten tons of ice. 

Many readers of the REPORTER would find 
more of interest in the bottling department of 
Mr. Moerlein’s great establishment than in the 
refrigerating room. The chief product of this 
department is the “National Export Lager,” 
which has made the name of this brewer 
famous throughout the world, and the facilities 
required for putting up so vast a quantity as is 
sold every year, in a shape that will stand long 
transportation and severe climatic changes, 
are wonderfully interesting. 

Since malt liquors are used so largely for 
medicinal purposes, it is a matter ot great im- 
portance to secure an article free from adul- 
teration and of a uniform quality, and there ig 
no reas.n why such liquors cannot be made in 
this country equally as well as abroad. 

Bottled malt liqnors are every year becoming 
amore prominent article in the drug trade, 
which should encourage every effort on the 
part of home brewers to raise these liquors to 
the highest standard of purity and excellance 
that may be demanded by those who use them 
medicinally. 8.

Q. A. Town’s naphtha extracting works, in 
Beach street, Lynn, Mass., were burned last 
week.

Mr. T. B. Simpson gavea Thanksgiving din- 
ner to the scouts, at his well on the Kennedy 
farm. Turkey and a big layout of good things 
were served in profusion. About forty perscns 
partook. 

The Paris Bourse of November 10 has the 
following: A company has been formed at St. 
Petersburg for the ,working of the sources of 
mineral oils and chemical produce works of 
the firm of Schibajw, situated near Baku. The 
capital of the new company is fixed at $1,500,- 
000 roubles, about $1,000,000. 

Mr. J R. Johnston was elected secretary pro 

tem. of the Fourth Avenue Oi! Exchange, in 
Pittsburg last week. [t issaid Captain Barbour 
will be secretary eventually, as soon as some 
formalities are complied with, as it is intended 
that hereafter the secretary shall devote bim- 
self exclusively to the duties of the office and 
receivesalary sufficient to justify him in re- 
fraining from engaging in other business, 
* John T. Dysart, an inventor,of Shippensville, 
Clarion county, Pa., has patents on fourteen 
inventiors, most of which are connected with 
natura! or artificial gas. He says that natural 
gas can be used as well as steam, and that he 
operates a steam pump with it in bis labora- 
tory. Other gases can be used in the same 
way,and Mr. Dysart says he generated a cer- 
tain kind of gas which ran a small locomotive, 
and by his process he was able to produce a 
pressure of 1,000 pounds in five minutes, 


According to the Butler Times, the well own- 
ers of the gusher pool are charging the scouts 
with false gauges, They claim that the scouts 
are working forspeeulators and some speculate 
themselues, being therefore interested. The 
well owners don’t speculate and are therefore 
notinterested. ‘The logic is bad. Nearly all 
the scouts work for well owners. They don’t all 
speculate on the same side’of the market nor do 
their principals. And it isa noteworthy fact 
that the owners of saleable property claim in 
every instance that the wells are doing more 
than the seout’s gaugesshow,” is the way a field 
man summed the matter up. 

The Armstrong oil wells are owned by Sam 
Armstrong, Mr. Semple and Mr. Boyd. Sam 
Armstrong was formerly on the creek, anda 
resident of Petroleum Center. He at one time 
might have been the possessor of the whole 
Marshall tract with the adjoining lands, but he 
could find no one with sufficient confidence in 
its oil bearing properties to take hold of it with 
him, so that he was obliged to content himself 
with a small portion. Mr. Semple, one of his 
partners, is the well-known dry goods mer- 
chant of Allegheny. Mr. Boyd, the other 
partner, is a pleasant little gentleman and has 
been in the oil business for many years. 


Suit was commenced last Saturday in Pitts- 
burg, by William Beed against John E. Shaw, 
to recover $10,000 damages for alleged breach 
of contract. Itappears from the papers that 
the plaintiff claims to have transferred to the 
defendant 5,000 barrels of crude oil in the Uni- 
ted Pipe Lines, to be used in levying certifi- 
cates, provided the price of oil went above 95 
cents, and to be sold, provided the price of oil 
went above $105. The plaintiff claims to have 
taken a receipt for the oil. It is alleged that 
Shaw bought 20,000 barrels at 95 cents, and sold 
one lot of 10,000 barrels at 6474 cents and an- 
other lot of 10,000 barrels at 643g cents, resulting 
inaloss of $6,850. This suit is brought to re- 
cover damages alleged to have been sustained 
in consequence of the loss mentioned. 


The 300 employes_of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, employed at the cooperage, in Pittsburg, 
were paid off on Saturday, the establishment 
having been shut down for an indefinite period. 
The handshop will be kept in operation, giving 
work to about 25 coopers. These are supposed 
to make about 250 barrels a day, which are for 
the home trade. Besides the barrels made, there 
is also a large stock on hand, so that the out- 
look for a resumption inside of seven months 
is not favorable, especially if the river freezes 
over, which is the principal means forjshipping 
staves. The stock now on hand consists of 
about 200,000 barrels. The stock at one time 
reached over 700,000. There is still some oil 
being stilled, mostly at the Crystal refinery. At 
the other refineries not controlled by the 
Standard Company the outlook is not quite so 
discouraging.— Dispatch. 

A statistical history of the Cherry Grove, 
Cooper and Ballitown fields, from the time oil 
was first run in each district up to November 
1, 1884, shows that Cherry Grove has produced 
8,340,565 barrels. Cooper 2,052,585 and Balltown 
1,507,561 barrels. The daily average runs from 
the three fields during October were 4,038 bar- 
rels,a decrease of 885 barrels from the Sep- 
tember figures. The daily average runs trom 
the old Cooper section during October were 959 
barrels, and of the Henry’s Mill pool 852, mak- 
ing a total of 1,811 barrels. The daily average 
of the Cooper district for September was 2,155 
barrels, and for August 2,046 barrels. The 
Balltown field has a daily average of 1,781 bar- 
rels for October, against 2,115 in September 














and 2,189 barrels in August. Cherry Grove 
averaged 446 barrels a day in October and 653 
barrels in September. 


When the oil excitement in Butler County, 
Penn., broke out a few week weeks ago, two 
young men from Olean named Meyer invested 
$3,000, all the money they had, in an oil lease. 
They put down a well near the Phillips, and it 
is said to be the largest oil well in the world. 
They refused $100,000 cash for their lease, bor- 
rowed money, and put down three more wells. 
Every one camein dry. The “great gusher’’ 
began to decline, and is now yielding but 150 
barrels a day. Instead of having $50,000 apiece 
the men are now that muchin debt. Near tke 
Meyer and Phillips wells a township school dis- 
trict covers an acre of ground, which has 
always been valued at $500. When oil was 
struck in the district the directors refused 
$60,000 for the school property. Since then the 
surrounding wells have drained all the oil from 
the pool, and the value of the school lot is onve 
more rated at $500. Farmer Marshall, on whose 
farm oil was discovered, and who would have 
taken $3,C00 for ita weck before, was satisfied 
with an offer of $350,000 for it when oil was 
found, and deeded it away at that price. 


Among the operatorsin the oil regions, says 
the Derrick, none are better snown to the pub- 
lic than T. W. Phillips, of the firm of Phillips 
Bros. Each day, rain or shine, he drives out to 
the wells from Butler, and remains there the 
entire day. He takes great delight in watching 
one of his new wells going through the sand, 
especially if it be a large one, and is constantly 
watching to catch the signs of any increase in 
the size of the streams. He may be seen at 
almost any hour of the day standing on one of 
thetanks watching the oil pouring from the 
pipes. His “pay streak,’”’ which term he used 
to apply to what was then supposed to bean 
imaginary rich sand in Phillips No. 1, bas be- 
come a permanent phrase in oil circles. It is 
told that one day when Mr. Phillips met some 
of the Associated Producers in Buffalo, before 
Phillips No. 1 bad increased to 2,000 barrels a 
day, he spoke with confidence of finding an- 
other pay streak init. Some of the producers 
ridiculed the idea, but a few days afterwards, 
when the well had increased to over 3 000 bar- 
relsa day, had to admit that Mr. Phillips had 
found a pay streak indeed. 


Phillips City is no more the latest. The last 
town founded is Rosstown, located on the Con- 
nors & Fishel lease west of Fisher No.1, and 
east of Connors & Fishel’s Nw. 1. The new 
telegraph offices make good loafing places for 
the fieldmen and visitors, and are always crowd- 
ed. Connors No.2 got the sand on time, and 
although only 10 feet in the sand, started off at 
20 barrels an hour. Christie No. 2 1s drilling in 
good sand and has a good showing of oil. Fisher 
No. 1 has been making very slow progress, and 
is not more than 12 feetin the sand. No. 6 was 
drilled through the sand without any improve- 
ment, and is now off the market asa bear. It 
is now doing 57 burrels and hour to-day. 
Christie No. 2 is 15 feet in the sand with a show- 
ing of oil, but has not started to flow yet. The 
Babbits’ Bro’s well, on the upper Kennedy farm 
near the plank road, is down about twelve 
hundred feet. Phillips No.1 on the Kennedy, 
is about sixty feet from the sand, just on top 
the boulder, and with ordinary luck should get 
the sand soon. Fisher 14 is about through the 
sand, but has not proven to be the market 
smasher that some reported it to be. They will 
not torpedo it, but make a natural pumper. 


In arecent Jetter written to the New York 
Times from the vicinity of Baku, Russia, the 
correspondent states that the question, “Will 
the Russian petroleum trade last?” is constant- 
ly asked and very variously answered. During 
the current year the writer says, it has unde- 
niably prospered to a very unusual degree, and 
not a few native authorities confidently assert 
that this is only a beginning, and that in a few 
years the whole Levant—perhaps the whole 
Mediterranean likewise—will be as completely 
overspread by Russian oil as it once was by 
classic Greece. Others, on the contrary, main- 
tain that the preseut exuberance of the petro- 
leum fountains is a token of speedy exhaustion 
rather than a guarantee of future abundance; 
that several of the most promising borings are 
already showing signs of “petering out,” and 
that so far from finding fresh and richer depos- 
its deeper down (according to the popular 
belief) the manufacturers have already reached 
what is technically called “the end of the 
pocket.” But thut this is not the opinion of 
the resident population is abundantly evident 
from the vigorous efforts which are now being 
made to develop Baku in every way, whether 
as a trading port, as a railway terminus, or as 
a centre of manufacturing industry. 

A ten-ton tank wagon of creosote oil wes des- 
patched from Newcastle, England, to the north. 
While it was passing along the Caledonian line 
at Blackford it was discovered that a brass 
plug three inches in diameter in the bottom of 
the tank, and used for emptying it, had fallen 
out. The leakage was 60 great that the ground 
between the rails for thirty yards was covered 
with oil fully three inches in depth. The 
station master at Blackford and the porters 
endeavored to plug the hole with waste, but 
before the leakage was stopped the tank was 
nearly empty. By this time the stream of oil 
was rushing over the north embankment of 
the railway into an adjacent field, where there 
is a drain leading to the river Allan, a distance 
of 150 yards. The oil, getting into the conduit, 





poured into the river, killing every living thing 
asfardownas Dunblane. Thousands of fish 
lay dead inthe river, no fewer than 300 being 
counted in one pool. The eels were all killed, 
and a number o* water rats were poisoned. 
The Allan is a favorite stream with anglers, 
but it is stated that years must elapse before 
the river is restored to the condition in which 
it was before the accident. 


The monthly canvas, of the petroleum pro- 
ducing fields, made by McMullen, Snell & 
Crum, shows that winter weather and low 
prices are having their effect in reducing the 
volume of operations in spite of the wonderful 
wells at Thorn Creek. The new production of 
the wells, completed in November, also falls 
below that recorded in October, and the result 
is a report rather encouraging to the holders of 
oil, as it indicates that at some time during the 
coming winter production will sink to a lower 
plane than at any time for years. By the Age 
stock report, the production for October was 
only 63,876 barrels daily. This was no doubt 
increased in November 3000 barrels, but, with a 
small list of operations, as soon as the gusher 
territory at Thorn Creek is defined there willbe 
a drop of 7000 or more barrels in the produc- 
tion, leaving an output of less than 60 000 bar- 
rels daily, or over 1000 barrels less than the 
lowest month’s average two years ago, when 
Cherry Grove left a bullish situation in its 
wake. The figures of McMullen, Snell & Crum, 
show that 83 new wells were completed in the 
entire oil region in November, of which 23 were 
dry holes, and the production from which at 
the end of the month was 5,762 barrels per day, 
of which more than 5,000 barrels comes from 
Butler county alone, less than 600 barrels being 
ercdited to the entire outside field. The total 
new production shows a decrease of 3,867 bar- 
rels,as compared with the previous month. 
Three more wells were completed in November 
than in the previous month and there are nine- 
teen fewer rigs up and wells drilling. 


The Oil City manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co., has published a card in the Der- 
rick denying the charge that the wires between 
New York and Oil City are manipulated in the 
interest of speculators or anyone else. The 
card is intended as an answer to the interview 
with a petroleum broker published in the New 
York Herald and reproduced in these columns 
last week. The; manager goes on to say that 
“any one at all familiar with the oil business 
knows the charge is preposterously false, but I 
cai not let it pass without notice, as it is liable 
to create an erroneous and unjustifiable impres- 
sion outside of petroleum circles There are 
fully 200 brokers and dealers constantly oper- 
ating on the floor of an exchange, the larger 
majority of whom are constantly usirg the 
wires. There are about eighteen operators in 
our office whose time is constantly occupied 
during business hours in sending and receiving 
messages from all parts of the country. A 
large number of the brokers are in constant 
communication with their representatives or 
principals in New York City. Is it not clear 
that to carry out any such scheme as this men- 
dacious writer supposes, it would be necessary 
fora collusion between all these brokers and 
all of the operators? The statement is as absurd 
asitis false. Further than this, this collusion 
would have to include ali the operators in the 
Bankers & Merchants office as well.’”’ 


FOREIGN PETROLEUM NOTES, 


About ayear ago the United Oil Company, of 
London, entered into an agreement with the 
Tegernsee Petroleum Boring Company, of Teg- 
ernsee, Germany, for joint operation at that 
place where work was undertaken on a vast 
scale under the operation of some Americans. 
It is now announced in the Tagesblatt of Ber- 
lin, that baving sunk an immense sum of money 
in vein efforts to find petroleum in paying 
quantities, the contract has been rescinded 
and the whole enterprise abandoned. 


Apropos of the question of burning petrole- 
um as fuel in competition with coal, a statisti- 
cian at Wilkesbarre, Pa., declares the total an- 
thracite area before mining began to have been 
320,000 square miles. Allowing 1,000 tons to the 
acre a foot in depth, would give 220,000,000 tons. 
Assuming that the depth averages 30 feet, it 
gives a grand total of 9,600,000,000 tons. At the 
present time the consumption averages 30,000,- 
000 tons a year. At the peginning of operations 
therefore, there was a supply sufficient for 320 
years. About 508,000,000 tons or 17 years’ sup- 
ply have been muned, leaving according to his 
estimate over 300 years’ supply yet on hand. 
But he bas not considered the continually in- 
creased cost of mining coal and the continual 
low price of oil, which after all—all things be- 
ing considered—will determine results, 

The Berliner Tagesblatt of a late date, speaks 
of a gigantic oil scheme in which Prussian and 
Austrian capitalists have been urged by the 
famous Nobel Brothers to invest their money, 
the latter gentlemen urging that the pecuniary 
yield from the undertaking will be safe and re- 
munerative. It is proposed to lay a pipe line 
from the oil producing region of Russia all the 
way through Persia, The line as projected, 
would be laidto the Persian Guif from Baku 
via Resht, Teheran and Ispahan, with pu : ping 
stations at intermediate points in order to for- 
ward the oil to Bushir, but a line of this kind 
would be 1264 miles long, and is estimated to 
cost from 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 rubles. As the 
line would be exposed to the attacks of the 
wild, nomadic tribes during an indefinite time 
for a long distance, the expense of guarding it 
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would necessarily be very heavy. Although 
Baku is said to be delighted with the project, it 
is extremely doubtful whether Russian or 
Prussian, or foreign capital of any kind can 
ever be gained for it. The Indian petroleum 
discoveries have also entered as a new factor in 
the subject, and the Tagesblatt declares that at 
Present the matter is held in abeyance. 

There is great disappointment prevailing in 
the Roumanian petroleum region—the reaction 
from sanguine expectations which had been 
raised. The yield is poor, and the chief well 
owner, G. Contacuzin, who had made large 
sales of crude oil to arrive at Austrian refiner- 
ies, has had to fill his contracts from Russian 
sources at great loss. One German company 
which has been boring for oil for eighteen 
months, has sunk 300,000 marks without the 
slightest return. The deepest borings produce 
80 little oil that further effor‘s in that region 
have finally been abandoned, leaving no hope 
of ultimate success. 


The Journal de St. Petersbourg says that 
Posen, the Polish province of Prussia, is re- 
ceiving by rail in tanks, large amounts of Cau- 
casian petreleum direct from the Bronsberg 
petroleum refining works of Nobel Brothers. 
The newspaper mentioned declares that not 
only is the crude oil just as good as Pennsylva- 
nian, but it can be laid down much cheaper in 
Eastern Prussia than American via Bremen; 
hence the competition between Russian and 
American oil has now begun in good earnest, 
in localities where the freight operates in favor 
of the former. 


Reports by way of Venezuela mention the 
discovery of new asphalt beds and oleagenous 
deposits in the island of Trinidad, about half a 
mile in an easterly direction along the north 
shore of the bay of Esperanza, and two or three 
hnndred feet from the shore inland. The pitch 
is found ranging in width from 20 to 500 feet, 
In some places the liquid asphalt flows up from 
the earth similarly to that which occurs in 
flowing petroleum wells. This fluid pitch, after 
exposure to the atmosphere, indurates. But 
the pitch contiguous to the springs in some 
Places, is aggregated in mounds of solid con- 
sistency. Having dug down eighteen feet the 
asphalt is found free from all admixture with 
organic matter. The pitchy yield at Esperanza 
8 of a more glutinous nature than that found 
at La Bre. The three hundred acres of asphalt 
deposits bordered by the Gulf of Paris pur- 
chased by an American and a Barbadian are 
being made productive. The oil expressed 
from the tarry portions under hydraulic pres- 
sure shows a specific gravity of 18 deg. Baume 
and is said to work well as a Jubricant on the 
railways of Venezuela. The southwest portion 
of Trinidad is believed to repose upon a bed of 
asphalt, being an extension of the aaphalt 
deposits of Venezuela, 


La Libertad of Mexico speaks of the growing 
importance of the petroleum region in the 
State of Vera Cruz on account of the nearness 
of completion of the two railroads that are to 
traverse it: One of them connecting Matamo- 
ras on the Rio Grande with Tuxpan is nearly 
ready for business, the other from Tuxpan, 
traversing the plateau all the way to the capi- 
tal, Mexico. is also nearly finished. Pipe lines 
are about ready also to convey the oil to 
depots on the rivers Paunco and Tuxpan, 
whence it will be lightered to the refineries. 
This oil region called the ‘‘Huasteia” extends 
150 miles from Papantree to Tampico. 


M, Schlumberger, the famous chemiet, rec- 
ommends as a preventive of explosions, thata 
bottle of ammonia should be placed in each 
barrel of volatile petroleum. On ignition by 
accident or other wise, the bottle would or 
should or could be broken when the ammonia- 
col vapor, it is claimed, would at once extin- 
guish the tire. Dr. Pietree proposes to apply 
this method to collieries liable to fire damp.and 
its efficiency has been urged in the case of oil 
stills opened after runs prematurely to stop 
combustion, Its use would seem to enable 
stills to be opened sooner than now prevails. 


Inventors ought to find a good field in the 
study of some effective means to utilize asphalt 
as fuel. The solution of this question would 
be of great service to Mexico. Many supposa- 
bly coal mines recently discovered in various 
parts of this (Mexican) country have turned 
out to be really deposiis of bitumen. Now, 
while asphalt is highly combustible, there seems 
to be at present no practicable mode to utilize 
it as fuel, owing to its melting when subjected 
to heat. It is likely, however, that with the 
demand for cheap fuel now felt all over the 
country for railway running and other indus- 
trial purposes, some effective method can be 
devised to make practical use of its heat-pro- 
ducing qualities, burning it, perhaps, after 
reducing it either toa liquid or vaporized form, 
The inventor of such a process could command 
a handsome fortune for the use of the right in 
this country. The products of the oil walls in 
Vera Cruz, much of which are too heavy for 
illuminating purposes might also be utilized in 
the same manner.—Mevican Financer. 


CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 
Partially refined glycerine, of a specific grav- 
ity of less than 1.25, is dutiable at the rate of 5 
cents per pound, imposed on refined glycerine. 
(Letter to the Collector of Customs at Boston.) 
Bichromate of soda is dutiable, by assimila- 
tion, at the rate of 3 cents per pound, as im- 
posed on bichromate of potash. (Letter to the 
ollector of Customs at Boston.)

The Boyd Glass Case. 


The trial of the Government's suit against E. 
i A. Boyd & Sons, plate glass importers, for an 
alleged fraud in attempting to pass 35 cases of 
glass through the Custom House without pay- 
ment of duties, was ended Wednesday, and the 
jury brought in a verdict for the Government. 
In December, 1882, the Government made a 
contract with the Boyds, by which they were 
to provide 9,222 square feet of polished plate 
glass for the new Post Office and Custom House 
buildings of Philadelphia for the sum of $4,181. 
By the terms of the contract this quantity of 
glass was to be admitted to the United States 
free of duty, but as the glass was needed sooner 
than was anticipated, the Boyds shipped to 
Philadelphia, from their stock on hand, 81 boxes 
of glass containing the required number of 
square feet, under the condition that they 
might import a like quantity, free of duty, 
to replace that which they supplied. 
The Boyds began to furnish the glass in Febru- 
ary, 1883, the last shipment being made from 
New York abouta year after that time. In 
April, 1884, the firm sent a letter to the super- 
vising urchitect that 29 cases of glass, being 
part of the quantity they would import, was 
expected to arrive on the steamer Baltic in a 
few days, and asked for a permit to get it 
through the Custom House free of duty. This 
permit was issued by the Sccretary of the 
Treasury, and the glass was duly delivered to 
Boyd & Sons. A month after its arrival anoth- 
er letter was written by the importing firm no- 
tifying the Secretary of the Treasury that the 
steamer Alaska would the next day arrive at 
this port bringing with her 35 more cases of 
glass, still leaving 17 cases to follow before the 
amount shipped to Philadelphia should be re- 
placed, and asking for a permit to pass this 
second importation free of duty. For some 
reason suspicion that the Boyds were not act- 
ing iu good faith was aroused. The 35 cases 
were held at the Barge Office, and an examina- 
tion showed that they contained no less than 
26,978 square feet of glass, worth about $25,000. 
This single consignment would have filled 
the Government contract almost three 
times. It was then discovered that the 29 cases 
previously delivered had eontained 29,942 square 
feet of glass. Thus Boyd & Sons, instead of 
replacing 9,222 square feet, worth $4,181, had 
actually brought over more than 55,000 square 
feet, worth $48,000, which, with 17 cases more, 
they intended to get through the Custom House 
by means of their free permit. The suit was 
brought for the confiscation of the 35 cases— 
the 29 cases had been already consumed and 
could not, therefore, be seized—before Judge 
Shipman anda jury, inthe United States Cir- 
cuit Court. The jury in five minutes returned 
with a verdict for the Government, which 
carries with ita forfeiture by Boyd & Sons of 
jhe glass. The jury also found in the affirma- 
tive on the question of the intent on the Boyds’ 
part to defraud the Government, The United 
States Grand Jury had already indicted the 
Boydson the criminal charge of defrauding 
the Government, and they will be tried on this 
charge before Judge Renedict at the next 
criminal term, The penalty on conviction of 
the criminal charge is a fine of from $50 to 
$5,000. or imprisonment for two vears, or both. 
Weare indebted to Mr. John P, Clarke, As- 
sistant U.S.Di-+t.Attorney.and of the prosecu- 
tion, for the transcript of the testimony of 
Messrs. Boyds given below. Their testimony 
embodies the main points of their defense. Mr. 
E. A. Boyd's testimony was given from a sick 
bed, in which he had been confined for several 
weeks by a severe illness, and this fact may ex- 
plain in some degree the indistinctness of his 
recollection of the part he took in some of the 
most important transactions connected with the 
firm's peculiar method of filling a Government 
contract. The following is his testimony :— 
Mr. E. A. Boyd testified:—I am a member of 
the firm of E. A. Boyd & Son, which is com- 
posed of myself and George H. Boyd, and our 
business is that of importers and dealers in 
plate and sheet glass; I have been a member of 
the firm since it was formed, about two years 
ago, May 1, 1882: I first commenced business in 
1845; I knew that there was a contract made 
by our firm to supply glass for the Philadelphia 
Post Office and Court House, but was not fa- 
miliar with it; I remember that we applied for 
the admission of 29 cases of glass free of duty 
about April, 1881; the glass came on the Baltic; 
about 17 cases of this glass was all 
broken; we threw the pieces in hogsheads 
and got’a quarter cent a pound for it; there 
was none of the glass that we could make 
any use of; I was not present when it was all 
opened, because it made me sick to see it; I 
remember the subsequent importation of 35 
cases by the Alaska in June, 1834, and our ap- 
plication fora free permit for its importation; 
most emphatically I had no intention of de- 
frauding the government in my application for 
the free admission of either the 29 or the 35 
cases of glass, or of avoiding any duties prop- 
erly chargeable upon the goods, or any part of 
them; our intentien in applying to the govern- 
ment for the free admission of these goods was 
because we sold them the goods, and they were 
to admit an equivalent; they wanted the goods 
from stock, and these were to replace them; 
the 22 and 35 cases would have exceeded the 
goods consumed in filling the contract had they 
come in whole; we had to bring in extra glass 








to replace ours by the breakage; the 35 cases 





would not have exceeded the goods consumed 

by us in filling the contracts; at the time I 

made application for the free admission of the 

35 cases I did not think they would exceed our 

losses, and I supposed at the time that a further 

importation would be required to complete our 

contract with the government, provided these 

goods turned out the same as the others; I 

wrote the Jetter of April il, 1884, for a free per- 

mit for the 29 cases; I must at that time have 

shipped 81 separate cases of glass to the Phila- 

delphia Post Office; it was my intention in ap- 

plying for the permit to admit the 29 cases free 

of duty that they should be applied towards 

reimbursing me for my outlay in supplying 

the glass to the government; Mr. Jacobs 

was the acting superintending architect; I 

had no personal knowledge of the condi- 

tion of the post office in Philadelphia; 

Mr. McArthur had charge of this building for 

the Government; 1 have no recollection of any 

letters or memorandum written ia answer toa 

memorandum from Mr. McArthur, but I sup- 

pose the letter of April 11, 1884,must have been 

written in answer to him: I have no recollec- 
tion of baving done anything or communicated 

with anybody with reference to a free admis- 
sion of the 29 or the 35 cases of giass re- 
ferred to, except the letter of April 1, 1884; I 

am not familiar with any of the details of the 
contract to furnish glass for the Philadelphia 
Post Office and Custom House; I do not know 
what the contract price was, or how much 
glass was furnished; I could not say who took 

charge of putting in the bid upon that con- 
tract—I did not; I could not say who made the 

contract; I probably saw the specifications 
when they came from the Department; I have 
no recollection of it; I had nothing to do, per- 
sonally, with filling the contract; when I wrote 
the letter of April 11, 1884, saying that 81 cases 
had been sbipped to Philadelphia, I suppose I 

had been told the amount by the shipping 
clerk; I did not know the size of the cases; I 
did not‘know what the sizes were of the cases 
coming in till I had seen them; I did not know 
what glass had been ordered and was shipped in 
the 29 cases referred to; they were stock; I did 
not know how much glass was used for filling 
the Philadelphia contract; I knew there wasa 
large lot of glass cut; I do not know how I 
happened to write the letter of April 11, 1884, 
unless some memorandum was referred to that 

drew the letter out; I do not know how I hap- 
pened to write it insvead of my son; 
I do not remember where I got the informa- 
tion upon which the 81 cases were shipped 
I had nothing to do with the details of either 
making or filling of that contract or in for- 
warding it; I glanced over it but could not tell 
any of the details; I have no distinct recollect- 
ion, but I suppose the bid was made after I had 
formed a judgment whether the firm could take 
the contract; [have bid upon a great many Gov- 
ernment contracts; I did not know what glass 
was coming inthe 35 cases imported hy the 
Alaska in June; I knew the glass was ordered 
by the firm, but did not knowany of the de- 
tails, except there was an order to Ship 35 cases 
of stock; I suppose the 29 cases were ordered, 
or they would not have been shipped, but I 
have no distinct recollection: I did not receive 
aconsular iavoice of the 29 cases, or of the 35 
cases, because we did not think it necessary; I 
have no recollection that I instructed the con- 
signor as to whether he should take out consu- 
lar invoices in either case; he might send a 
memorandum invoice instead: it is the 
regular course of business for the consignor to 
send a consular irvoice, but as these goods 
were going to be admitted*free of duty, I did 
pot think of ‘t; I think we informed the con- 
signor that the goods were to be admitted duty 
free, I cannot say positively; I do nut know or 
never have known how much glass I turrished 
for Philadelphia Custom House, or how much 
was cut; 1 know there was some glass broken 
in transit to Philadelphia, but not bow much; 
the 29 cases imported in the Baltic, April, 
1884, were broken between here and Europe; 
1 do not know how much glass there was in the 
29 cases—how many square feet—without look- 
ing at the invoice; norin the 35 cases by the 
Alaska. I think we had aright to bring in an 
equivalent to cover the breakage; the Govern- 
ment was to admit goods to fill that order, and 
that was all that was wanted; if it took a bhun- 
dred cases more and they were all smashed, we 
would expect to bring in another hundred. My 
opinion is that we have a right to place in our 
store an equivalent of what we took out for 
the goods on which we paid duty. 

Geo. H. Boyd testified: I am a member of the 
firm of Ed. A. Boyd & Sons: I remember about 
the contract to supply glass to to the Govern- 
ment for the Philadelphia Post Office and City 
Hall; we supplied the glass from the stock of 
goods on hand on which duty had been paid; 
there was an arrangement with the Govern- 
ment that whatever glass we cut out of stock 
they were to replace duty free; the Govern- 
ment was urgent for the delivery of the glass; 
the glass was to be 4inch thick; the sash was 
prepared for that thickness; .we had not an 
extraordinary quantity of 4 inch glass on hand 
at that time; the glass was mostly large and we 
had to cut it very muchj to, waste to get the 
sizes and exact ‘thickness wanted; we received 
orders from the Superintendent at Philadelphia 
which footed up about 15,000 square feet; we 
cut a very much larger quantity—about 22,000 
feet: cut 22,000 feet to get 15,000 feet; this was 
waste and loss; I remember the arrival of the 
29 cases by, the Baltic: they were entered free 
of duty; Iexamined them at the warehouse: 





the glass of about 15 or 20 cases was broken; 

the cases were in very bad shape; I should 

think there were about 25,000 feet of glass in 

them; there were about 18,000 feet in the broken 

cases; I wrote a letter to Mr. Gannon at Wash- 

ington about a free permit for 35 cases of glass; 

when I wrote that letter I considered that I was 

entitled to receive the glass free of duty to 

make up for the excess of breakage that had 

occurred with the 29; the broken glass was a to- 

tal loss to the house, as there was no insurance 

on any part of it against breakage; the glass is 

paid for on the other side, and we are responsi- 
ble for it after delivery on the ship; we shipped 

8lL cases to Philadelphia, and claimed that we 

were entitled to bring the 29 by the Baltic, 35 

by the Alaska, and 17 cases besides, in order to 

make good the breakages and every- 
thing else of that sort; we meant 
to bring a quantity that wouid reimburse us; 
we did not expect to get case for case 
for the 81 cases we had shipped to Philadelphia; 
the cases shipped to Philadelphia contained 
from 200 to 2°0 feet; the cases imported on the 
Baltic and Alaska contained from 800 to 1,000 
feet; in the letter to Mr. Ganner we were not 

claiming to bring,in the latter cases in place of 

the former; we could not foresee that in getting 
out these 9,222 square feet it would be necessary 
to waste 7,090 square feet; we had no sizes, and 
we did not know but those would be entirely 
changed; there were about 10,000 square feet of 
sound glass which came in by the 29 cases, and 
we think we are entitled to bring in 26,000 
square feet of glass in addition, to cover the 
loss of the 18 cases of the 29,inasmuch as the 
breakage of the glass imposes on us a dead 
loss; under our contract we should have double 
that quantity to reimburse us, because the 
money we paid for that glass was our loss; we 
have no recourse above that at all; we thought 
the Government was bound to make up the 
loss of the purchase price of the glass that was 
broken; I think that $2,520 would be the differ- 
ence to us and the difference to the Govern- 
ment between taking the contract in one way 
and the other—that .is, between the contract 
duty paid and the contract duty free; the duty 
on the 35 cases}amount to $13,400, and we con- 
sider that the Government was bound to relieve 
us of that; when we made.the bid we only made 
a difference of $2,600 between the duty paid 
and the duty free contract. 

It is reported that new investigations will be 
made in the case, and further developments are 
promised, in which some of the government 
officials will have occasion to rise for an ex- 
planation. It is said by large glass dealers that 
for many years they have been unable to com- 
pete with Messrs. Boyd & Sons. Whena party 
enters into a contract with the Government for 
goods which have to be imported free, the 
Treasury Department issues a free entry per- 
mit. Asarule, goods admitted on such per- 
mits are not inspected by Customs officers. 
Boyd & Sons appear to have taken improper 
advantage of this fact, and imported double 
the amount of giass called for in their permit, 
and not only that, but glass of a much superior 
quality to that furnished by them from siock 
Under such circumstances they could afford 
to underbid any competitor not acquainted 


with their scheme. They could also 
afford to lose money on their con- 
tract with the Government for the 


chance to import alarge stock of glass free of 
duty. Acting upon the suggestion of special 
agents, Secretary McCulloch has directed that 
Customs officers hereafter shall make a careful 
examination of all goods imported, without 
regard to free permits. Charges of negligence 
were preferred against certain Treasury officials 
connected with the Customs service, and a re- 
port on that subject is now in the hands of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. ‘The report is said 
to show that the supervising architect informed 
the chief of the Customs division that a certain 
amount of glass was needed for the Philadeiphia 
buildings und would be admitted in New York 
free. A schedule was also prepared for com- 
parison with glass that wastocome in. The 
chief of the Customs division neglected to for- 
ward the schedule to New York, because, as 
the chief of that division claims, the practice 
has been to allow free entry goods to come in 
without inspection. 

The notes of the stenographer not having 
been fully translated at the time of our going 
to press, we are compelled to defer the publica-

The Competition in Quinine. 

A representative of the OIL, PAINT AND 
DrvuG REPORTER on Monday called upon Mr, 
Ernest Boehringer, of the firm of Boehringer & 
Sons, who is still in New York, with a view of 
learning the views of that gentleman upon the 
competition that is just now waging for the 
trade in quinine, and for which his firm is re- 
garded by the trade as to some extent respon- 
sible. When informed of the latter fact Mr 
Boehringer expressed surprise, and in reply to 
the further suggestion that American manu- 
facturers might reasonably assume that his 
firm, in establishing a branch here, had thrown 
down the gauntlet, he said :— 

“T cannot say what the views of the Ameri- 
can manufacturers are, but I would consider !t 
quite an illogical conclusion. Foreign quinine 
has been sold in this country for many years—I 
might say, always, and since the article is ad- 
mitted free of duty—though very inconsist- 
ently, in my opinion, duty is still exacted on 
the vials containing the same—more than one- 
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half of the quinine consumed has been of for- 
eign make, The fact that we have opened our 
own Office here was actuated by a different mo- 
tive. Heretofore we received orders for ten, 
twenty, or fifty thousand ounces, which would 
be sold to speculators or illegitimate parties, 
and thus interfere with a healthy state of the 
trade. In my intercourse with jobbing drug- 
gists in the United States I found that this has 
been very unsatisfactory.” 

When asked why his firm had adopted a 
standard difference of five cents per ounce in 
the rebate thus offered from the prices of the 
American manufacturers, he said : 

“This question I have otten asked myself, as 
our quinine I believe to be equal to any inthe 
world; but the trade tell me this difference has 
become so customary that it will take some 
time to overcome it, but I think we have done 
the whole trade and the American marnufac- 
turers a benefit in establishing a fixed price for 
our brand, whereas heretofore, as is still the 
case with others, the price was not firm or uni- 
form.” 

Asto the present position of quinine, Mr. 
Bockbringer gave it as his opinion that it was 
altogether abnormal, but expressed the belief 
that it would soon adjust itself, and added: 
“Our efforts will be directed to bring about a 
healthy condition, so that the trade as well as 
our-elves will get a living profit out of this im- 
portant article. We desire to be on good terms 
with other manufa‘turers and with the trade, 
and if the latter find out that our quinine can 
be sold for as much as other brands, 
they will not hesitate to give us as 
much fas they pay to others. As to 
whether quinine can be made more cheaply in 
Europe than here, ne said, “that is a question 
much spoken of—every manufacturer pre- 
tends, of course, that he has advantages over 
his competitors. I am perhaps no exception 
to this claim."’ Mr. Boehinger also referred to 
the letter of Mr. Hasslacher in the last issue of 
the REPORTER, and stated that that gentleman 
was misled by figures which represented an 
abnormal movement. The planters had been 
forced by the necessity of repaying loans, to 
ship a great deal of bark during the last year, 
and they had shipped not only trees of nine 
years growth, but even down to four and five- 
year-olds. This would greatly reduce the num- 
her of trees from what appeared in the statis- 
tical returns, as trees were no Onger productive 

fter being once shipped. He said shavings 
were always taken from trees under nine years 
old, but in the present instance they had been 
stripped to furnish suppliesto meet an emerg- 
ency, and this fact accounts for the later heavy 
receipts and would also bear out his previous 
views as to the course of the bark market.

An Encyclopedia of Well-Drilling 
Machinery. 

The handsome illustrated catalogue of oll 
and artesian well supplies, just issued by the 
Oil-Well Supply Co., Limited, of Bradford and 
Oil City, isavolume whose value extends far 
beyond the information it uffords the pur- 
chasers o! the implements which it represents. 
It is, in fact, an encyclopeedia of the art of 
drilling wells. That that operation is entitled 
to be termed an art, no one who examines the 
list and description of what are technically 
termed “fisning tools,” can fairly deny. The 
feat of the man who is reputed to have 
crawled into a hole and pulled the hole in after 
him, pales before some of the accomplishments 
of the driller, who stands on the surface and 
with the tools provided by the ingenuity and 
skill of the Oil Well Supply Co., practices all 
sorts of prestidigitation, 2,000 feet under- 
ground. There is no tool or piece of the 
machinery of well-drilling, from the derrick 
and all that it stands for, to the basp and staple 
that fasten the engine house door, which this 
company does not furnish and illustrate in its 
catalogue. While the text could not be as 
comprehensive as the illustrations, without ex- 
tending the proportions of the volume beyond 
the limits of convenience, it is none the less 
complete enough to give a clear idea of the 
uses to which the different implements are put, 
and to afford, even tothe uninitiated, alucid 
idea of how oil or other artesian wells are 
drilled and operated. The volume will be 
prized by every one who is fortunate enough 
to receive a copy.

Legal Dispute Over Acetate of Lime. 


The case of Edward J. Wessels vs. Finch & 
Ross, chemical manufacturers of Binghampton, 
was called up for trial in the Supreme Vourt in 
Brooklyn before Judge Cullen, last week. The 
bill of complaint filed by plaiutiff was to the 
effect that on or about April 19, 1883, 112 tonsof 
brown acetate of lime were purchased from 
defendants at $1 2244 per hundred pounds, with 
the stipulation that the lime was to be of the 
strength of 68 per cent by the phospheric acid 
test; that at the time of making the agreement 
it was expressly agreed and understood be- 
tween the partiesin the contract, that plain- 
tiff should have the privilege of rejecting 
the lime should it prove upon said test 
to be of less than 68 per cent. strength, but 

should it fail to come up to the strength stated 
and plaintiff concluded to accept it, propor- 
tionate deduction should be made from the 
agreed price, to be computed upon the basis of 
68 per cent, It was also agreed to have Messrs. 
Stillwell & Gladding to make the usual phos- 
phoric acid test, and that on the coming in of 
their report, if said lime was accepted, plaintiff 


was to pay therefor according to the test. The 
complaint goes on to state that in pursuance of 
this agreement, the test was made and the 
chemists certified the result of the analysis 
to be that the strength of the lime was 68.50 
per cent, Phe plaintiff, believing the certificate 
and analysis to be correct, accepted the lime 
and paid defendants its full value upon the 
basis of 68 per cent, Subsequently it was dis- 
covered by plaintiff that the lime was not of 
the strength of 68.50 per cent. as certified, but, 
to the contrary, was of a lower degree, and 
after this discovery the same chemists made a 
second test. On this occasion they ascertained 
and certified that the lime was not, in fact, of 
the strength of 68.50 per cent., showing than an 
error had been committed in the first analysis, 
and that the lime had only astrength of 60.06 
per cent. Plaintiff notified the defendants 
and demanded repayment of the sum of 
$358 29. being the sum _ overpaid, but 
the difference was refused. Plaintiff further 
complaining states that the strength of brown 
acetate of lime can only be determined by 
chemical analysis, and the value of such lime 
asa merchantable commodity depends upon 
its strength; that by the usages and customs of 
trade, strength in brown acetate of lime of 68 
per cent. is the standard basis of value; that 
strength above that per cent. is never charged 
ur paid for, but strength below 68 per cent. de- 
creases its value proportionately, and strength 
below 66 per cent. is not considered merchanta- 
able. Wherefore plaintiff demands judgment 
against the defendant for the sum of $464.16, 
with interest from October, 1883, besides the 
costs of suit. 

In the answer filed by Finch & Ross every al- 
legation made by plaintiff as above was denied 
except those specified below, The defendants 
admit the agreement to purchase and sell 112 
tons of acetate of lime at the price stated, and 
to be of a strength of 68 per cent by Stilwell & 
Gladding’s test, They claimed that at the time 
of said agreement Stillwell & Gladding had 
been accustomed for a long time to testina 
certain way or method, and by certain appara- 
tus, acetate of lime, in order to ascertain its 
strength, and that plaintiff had been actus- 
tomed to purchase aod sell acetate of 
lime on the same _ process of test- 
ing, and this fact bad become well 
known to the parties interested and others who 
dealt in such line. Defendants understood by 
the provision in the agreement relating to test- 
ing, that it should be done by Stilwell & Glad- 
ding in their accustomed way and by their ap- 
paratus before that time used and which they 
were then using; that they were informed and 
believe that Stilwell & Gladding tested the 
lime and certified that its strength exceeded 68 
per cent., and its strength in fact,as defendants 
are intormed and believe, did exceed 68 per 
cent. tested according to the provisions of the 
agreement as to the way and method of testing, 
or in any other way correctly tested. Subse- 
quent to said test and certificate the plaintiff ac- 
cepted and paid for the lime, and all matters 
then became and were settled between the par- 
tles, which acceptance and payment the defend- 
ants pleaded asa def: to this action as well 
the other facts ani denials in the answer, and 
demanded judgment against the plaintiff for 
cnsts. 

The case came up in this shape for trial, and 
after hearing two or three witnesses and exam- 
ining the papers Judge Cullen dismissed the 
action. Mr. Wessels immediately signified his 
intention of appealing the case through his 
counsel, Mr. Sanders, Defendants were repre- 
sented by Mr. Richards. 

This case involves the settlement of several 
other similar agreements with different parties, 
and may inaugurate anew departure in the 
process of testing. Mr, Stillwell, of the firm of 
Stillwell & Gladding, was called upon for his 
opinion, but he declined to say anything for 
the present. Mr Wessels was also interviewed, 
and said that the case was dismissed without 
mature consideration by the judge; that if the 
papers had been taken for future reference 
and the decision reserved, and it finally went 
against him, he would probably have been sat- 
isfled; but asthe papers were hastily glanced 
over on the bench, he felt justified in appealing 
the case, and thought Judge Cullin would 
be overruled in the end. Mr. Wes- 
sels further said that the second 
test was not made by a new method—that it 
was merely a correction of the first one. The 
chemists first brought the matter to his atten- 
tion and desired to correct their mistaxe, 
which they subsequently did to his satisfac- 
tion. He had great faith in the ability of the 
chemists, and gave them all the work he had 
todo in that line. This mistake was the first 
one he ever knew them to commit and, like 
gentlemen, they acknowledged their error inan 
affidavit. Mr, Wessels signified his intention to 
push the suits, but added that the difference 
had already been settled by two or three par- 
ties. 

As Mr. Wm. 8. Gray is interested as a broker 
in the case, he was also called upon 
for his version. He said:—“I sold ,those goods 
on Stillwell & Gladding’s own test. Mr. Weasels 
accepted the test and then anew method was 
discovered which showed a difference of 8 per 
cent, The English commercial test is now more 
generally used in place of the distillation test 
and the suits are based upon this fact.” 

Mr. Theo. H. Friend, counsel for Mr. Gray, 
was found at his office in the Mutual Life In- 
surance building. After relating the particu- 








lars of the dispute as given above, the gentle- 





man said that Stillwell & Gladding certified the 
result to be 68 percent and afraction. Sub- 
sequently a second analysis was made which 
showed a reduced test. The defense claims 
that the true intent and understanding of the 
contract was to use the test as generally ad- 
opted by the trade. In the second analysis 
Stillwell & Gladding omitted the use of a cur- 
rent of steam, which was a subsequent discov- 
ery and not the usual process used or the rec. 
ognized standard test at the time of contract. 
The chemists did not make the first analysis by 
the same method as the latter, and the contro- 
versy merely rested on the proper interpreta- 
tion of the contract, which meant the test then 
in use and the one adopted by Stillwell & Glad- 
ding in their business. Mr. Friend added that 
the defense had a good case and the result may 
determine whether the distillation test would 
be continued or abandoned in favor of the 
English commercial’or some other method. 

An effort was made to find Mr. Sanders. coun- 
sel for Mr. Wessels, and Mr. Richards, acting in 
the same capacity for Messrs. Finch & Ross, but 
both gentlemen were out of town. 
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The Tariff System Reviewed. 


A correspondent of the New York Evening 
Post has furnished some statistics on the opera- 
tion of the tariff system during the past few 
years and draws a comparison which shows an 
importent increase in the imports of articles of 
manufacture bearing the highest duties. He 
writes as follows: 

There is only one industry prospering, that 
of the importer. Not only is he prosperous 
now, but all the time. While we are being 
crowded to the wall, imports keep rising all the 
time. The more we pile up duties, the more 
prosperous the importer seems to grow. Not 
now alone, but 1880, 1881, 1882, 1883, and last but 
not least, 1884, the year of unprecedented dull- 
ness and stagnation in domestic manufactur- 
ing industries. 

Igive here a comparison of the last years, 
with duties collected :

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I have no figures of duties collected in 1884 
The gross result, however, cannot differ much, 
as the average duties collected do not fall more 
than | per cent below those collected in 1883, 
under the old tariff. 

The importations are in an inverted ratio to 
the business depression. Iron alone falls mate- 
rially behind 1883, largely due to reduced rail- 
road building and depression in general. All 
other branches are fully up to the highest 
mark, and some very important branches, as 
woolens and silk goods, by far exceed the very 
heavy importations of the “boom” years, 1880 
and 1881. 

If we bring up these importations to the 
American valuation, i. e., adding duty and 5 
per cent. to cover shipping and other expenses 
(a very low estimate, 10 per cent. being nearer 
correct), then they stand as follows:

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Petroleum Refining Busi- 


ness Originated. 

Last week, a gentleman closely identified 
with the petroleum manufacturing business in 
this city, asked a representative of the OIL, 
PAINT AND DrvuG Reporter if he ever 
learned what bad become of Mr.S. Dana Hayes, 
a well-known chemist of Boston. He disap- 
peared mysteriously about six years ago while 
serving in the capacity of state assayer and 
chemist for Massachusetts. Domestic troubles 
were assigned as the cause of his unceremoni- 
ous departure, and he has succeeded so well in 
concealing all traces of his whereabouts that 
the most earnest efforts of relatives to find him 
have proved futile. Mr. Mayes manifested 
considerable interest in the petroleum indus- 
try and left behind him an accurate sketch of 
the history and manufacture of mineral oil, in- 
tended for the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Only one copy of this treatise is 
to be found in New York. It is owned by the 
gentleman referred to at the beginning of the 
article, who kindly loaned it for perusal. We 
find that Mr. Hayes after careful investigation 
and by correspondence, gives the honor of 
bringing the manufacture of petroleum pro- 
ducts to its present advanced state, to Mr. 
Joshua Merrill, manufacturing chemist of the 
Downer Kerusene Oil Company, Boston. The 
first coal oil made for sale in this country, he 
says, was produced at the wurks of the United 
States Chemical Manufacturing Co., in Wal- 
tham, Mass., by Messrs. Philbrick and Atwood, 
early in the year i852. It was manufactured in 
connection with picric acid, benzole and 
other coal tar products, and was named by 
Luther Atwood the inventor, “Coup oil,’ after 
the coup @’ etat of Louis Napoleon, which had 
taken place a few months previous. This was 
a lubricating oil of which 175,000 gallons were 
made, and was considered good enough for in- 
troduction in Scotland in 1855. But tne quality 
would be entirely unmerchantable to-day on 
account of its offensive odor. In 1856, Mr. 
Samuel Downer, wao bad previously been a 
successful sperm and whale oil merchant, 
erected buildings in South Boston and em- 
ployed Mr. Merrill to manufacture hydrocar- 
ben oils for lubricating purposes. About 400 
tons of Trinidad bitumen and 100 tons of Cuban 
“chapopote” were convertec into lubricating 
and burning oils during these early experi- 
ments. Light coal oil products appear to have 
been used for illuminating purposes previous 
to the above experiments. but upon the intro- 
duction of the Knapp and Deitz lamps, which 
were originally designed for burning resin, it 
was found that some of the light hydrocarbons 
obtained from the West Indian bitumens 
burned freely and gave forth a bright light. 
This inaugurated a general change to hydro- 
carbons for illuminating purposes. Mr. Mer- 
rill made the first burning oil from Trinidad 
bitumen in 1856. 

Pennsylvania petroleumwas not refined until 
the autumn of 1858, and the industry advanced 
su rapidly that in 1860 fifteen establishments 
were manufacturing illuminating and lubri- 
cating grades from crude mineral oil. In No- 
vember, 1867, Mr. Merrill succeeded in making 
neutral oils, as the resuit of an accident, by the 
removal of all light odorous hydrocarbons 
without decomposing either the distillate or 
the oils remaining in the still; and this had been 
accomplished by the moderate fire employed. 
Mr. Merrill was also the first to beg in the manu- 
facture of paraffine from Pennsylvania petrole- 
um in 1859. Mineral sperm oil was discovered 
in 1869 by the same gentleman, who protected 
all his processes of manufacture by patents in 
this country and Great Britain. 

Mr. Hayes concludes his lengthy article, of 
which the aboveis a brief synopsis of the prin- 
cipal points, with a description of the manu- 
facture of petroleum products, as conducted at 
a well managed establishment.

There isa steady demand for all classes of 


paints, but the business is by no means ex- 
tensive and no material improvement is ex- 
pected untilafter the turn of the year. The 
further rise in quicksilver has had no effect on 
vermilion, except to maintain a firm position. 


Lead and its products are dull without change 
in price. The jobbing trade report collections 
fairly easy, though not altogether prompt from 
some quarters. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead in the early part of the week showed 
considerable signs of weakness, but within the 
past few days sellers have shown less disposi- 
tion to press sales, thus giving a stronger tone 
to the market. The demand however is only 
for car Joad lots, for which 3 50¢ is the general 
asking price, though to place a round lot 3 40c 
is quoted with 8 35c bid for Decemberand Jan- 
uary delivery. The sales making are of small 
dimensions. at prices ranging from 3 45@3 50c 
as to quantity. Messra. John Wahl & Co. of 
St. Louis say: ‘The trade for the last week has 
been very much like its predecessors, being re- 
markable only for its dullness. There is only a 
moderate demand. Buyers are few and make 
theirown terms. The event of the week has 
been the sale of 400 tons of desilverized lead at 
3 20c and 200 tons of chemical lead at315c. At 
the close, the market is just a. little stiffer.’ 
From Chicago the news is not very encourag- 
ing for an advance, as may be seen from the 
reports of Messrs. Everett & Post, who say: 
“Our market is quiet and dull, and prices are 
uncbanged at nominally 320c, although some 
sales are reported at 315c. Buyers, ex- 
pecting a decline, are holding off, and take only 
for immediate wants. The troubles in the far 
West may affect values, and furnaces may shut 
down until coke can be had from the East.” 


White lead is in rather slack demand and the 
price is if anything a shade easier. On dry lead 
there is no quotable change and 434c continues 
to be the bottom figure with 5@5!44c made on 
city. Lea‘in oil is quoted at 544@55¢c net by 
most corroders, but we hear of 20 tons selling 
at 538¢@5 45c for city lead. The selling price is 
very irregular and there is no apparent pros- 
pect of a combination being formed, 

Zinc is rather quiet but firm in price at 4c for 
extra grades of domestic, while French is un- 
changed and jobbing fairly at the schedule 
rates.

English reds continue in moderate jobbing 
demand. The appropriation of one business 
day for return of thanks that things are no 
worse than they are, reduced the aggregate 
transactions beiow the average weekly total. 
Trade in paints or anything else has not shown 
that buoyancy of tone that some sanguine 
bolders are prepared for. Stocks are in good 
supply and there ure no change in prices. 

The various brands of Venetian reds are but 
very moderately active, and the jobbing busi- 
ness of the week hes been small. There is an 
ample supply of stocks on hand, and prices 
have not varied frum quotations. 

No new developments have transpired in the 
values of quicksilver vermillion since the ad- 
vance in prices last week. Business has been 
very light, and only small jobbing transactions 
have taken place. The ruling quotations are 
still 55c for bulk and 5é6c for bags, less one per 
eent. There is no inquiry for American grades 
which are merely nominal, 

Red lead an litharge are without important 
movement, and only the average jobbing busi- 
ness is doing. No changes have taken place in 
prices, and the combinatson continues to quote 
red lead at 5447 534c and litharge at 5@5'4c. 

The market for German orange mineral con- 
tinues inactive, and there are no indications of 
an awakening interest. The jobbing business 
has been less for the past week than usual, ow- 
ing probably to the suspension of general busi- 
ness by the intervention of Thanksgiving Day. 
The ruling prices are steadily maintained and 
are quoted at &@84c. There is but very hght 
jobbing demand for English imported. Domes- 
brands are very much neglected, the jobbing 
transactions having been very light, but prices 
are steady at 744@7ce. 

Carmine is not very active, the demand not 
exceeding small jobbing orders to meet the 





needs of ordinary consumption. The combi- 
nation quote prices firm at $3 15@3 25 as to 
quantity.

WINDOW GLASS 

The unsatisfactory features of the American 
window glass market still stand out in disagree- 
able prominence, and trade continues dull and 
prices low. One ortwo Western manufactu- 
rers will cease production immediately; not 
only on account of the demoralization of 
prices, but because of the almost complete ces- 
saticn of demand. Other manufacturers claim 
that while there is a fair demand, the prices 
obtainable are insufficient to meet the coat of 
production, and that with the present pros- 
pects of trade in view a further accumulation 
of stocks would entail heavy losses. The Man- 
ufacturers’ Association held a meeting in Pitts- 
burgh last week, and after « somewhat pro- 
tracted discussion of the situation they con- 
cluded to continue operations until the tst of 
January; but it was intimated by a member in 
an interview, that after that date there would 
probably be a general shut-down, and thata 
change would be made in the rate of wages as 
a necessary condition to resumption. It 
is reported that the blowers of the leading 
flint-glass hous-s at Pittsburgh have 
struck against a reduction of wages. 
The manufacturers insisted upon their ac- 
cevting a reduction of 23 percent, They were 
willing tu accept 15 per cent. but the manufac- 
turers would not recede from their figures, and 
astrike isthe consequence. Belgian window 
glass is in only moderate demand and busi 
is limited mostly to jobbing orders, with prices 
fairly steady at quotations for small lots. 
Shading can be donein larger ventures. There 
have been but moderate arrivals of stocks the 
past week. The market abroad is steady as to 
prices, but stock are accumulating in excess of 
demand, in expectation, it is said, of something 
turning up here to the advantage of the foreign 
market.

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Estimation of White Lead. 

There is a method for the estimation of white 
lead which should always be resorted to when 
great accuracy is required. 
solving in nitric acid as before, boiling off ex- 
cess of acid by evaporating nearly to dryness, 
then diluting with water, and precipitating the 
lead by passing sulphuretted bydrogen gas. 
When all the lead is precipitated the sulphide 
falls to the bottom of the beaker, and thesu- 
pernatant liquid becomes clear. The lead sul- 
phide should then be collected on a filter, and 
to ensure the precipitation of the whole of the 
lead the flitrate, if very acid, should be neutral- 
ized with ammonia, and made just slightly acid 
with hydrechloric acid, then subjected for five 
minutes to a stream of SH, (sulphuretted hy- 
drogen) gas If the filtrate remains clear all 
the lead has been precipitated. If a precipi- 
tate is formed, the gas must be passed till the 
solution remains clear as above. Heat facili- 
tates the precipitation of the lead. The beak- 
ers containing the lead solution may, there- 
fore, with advantage. be placed in larger beak- 
ers containing hot v ater. A precipitate formed 
on pass,og the gas a second or third time should 
always be added to that on the fliter. The lead 
sulphide collected on the filter paper is then 
well washed with hot water, taking care to 
avoid any lossin washing. The sulphide when 
washed is carefully transferred to a beaker, 
and todo this without loss, in the manner 
about to be described, requires a little manipu- 
lative skill. Some analysts boil the filter paper 
with the sulphide in nitric acid, and afterwards 
filter from the undissolved paper. Thisisa 
safe but slovenly method. The best way is to 


It consists in dis- | 





carefully lift the filter paper containing the 
sulphide, spread it flat on a large covering 
glass, wash into a beaker with boiling water all 
that can be thus removed from the filter paper; 
then drop two or three drops of strong nitric 
acid on the black parts of the filter paper, and 
before the acid has time to dissolve the paper 
wash with water. Repeat this until not a trace 
of black sulphide remains on the paper; finally, 
wash well with water, then throw the paper 
away. A little more nitric acid is then added 
tothe beaker—just sufficient to dissolve the 
whole of the lead sulphide. If any insoluble 
sulphur remains after boiling it is removed by 
filtration, but c»re must be taken before filter- 
ing to see that all the lead sulphide is dissolved. 
The acid solution is then evaperated to near 
dryness; add when nearly dry a few drops of 
dilute sulphuric acid, and heat for some timeto 
expel the remaining traces of nitricacid. It is 
better to evaporate very low down before add- 
ing sulphuric acid, otherwise the heavy precip- 
itate of lead sulphate which forms will occasion 
bumping when subsequently evaporating down 
and possibly loss by spurting. Excess of sul- 
phuric acid is then added and the boiling con- 
tinued for some time longer. The beaker 1s 
then cooled by immersion in cold water, and 
when at the ordinary temperature alcvhol or 
methylated spirit is carefully added, at first a 
few drops atatime, then if no heating takes 
place, in larger quantities, till double the bulk 
of alcohol is added; then treat as described in 
Art.7. If any nitric acid remain, and if the 
solution be not sufficiently cooled before add- 
ing alcohol, violent effervescence is caused on 
the addition of the latter, and the whole exper- 
iment spoiled. 








The percentage of white lead can be calculat- 
ed from the sulphate, as in Art. 7. The per- 
centage of impurities msy be determined as 
before, but usually the percentage of white 
lead is sufficient. 

Note.—Culphate of lead is now rarely met 
with asan adulterant of white lead. Tothe 
analyst it is the most dangerous adulterant, for 
by any of the foregoing processes it would be 
estimated as white lead. If suspected. add ni- 
trate of barium to the nitric acid solution of 
the white lead; a heavy white precipitate indi- 
cates sulphate of lead. If present, its separa- 
tion from white lead and accurate estimation is 
attended with some difficulty.—English Me- 
chanic. 
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Window Glass Factories to Continue 
in Operation. 

A largely attended meeting cf Pittsburg 
window glass manufacturers was held last 
week atthe office of William McCully &Co, 
The only matter of importance considered was 
the advisability of closing down the factories. 


The fact that trade is dull and it is impossible | 
to maintain the card rate caused some manu- | 


facturers tu favor a suspension. The matter 
was carefully considered, and it was decided to 
continue operations until the Ist of January. 
The meeting was a secret one, and at its con- 
clusion a reporter of the Dispatch had an inter- 
view with a manufacturer. Upon being asked 
the condition of trade, he said: 

“Trade is extremely dull. Sales are better 
than for some time past, but it is impossible to 
get the prices. Every manufacturer in the as- 
sociation is cutting, and in order to dispose of 


any glass atallit is necessary to follow suit. 
Glass sold last week at 10 to 15 per cent below 
the card rate.”" 

“How is trade outside the city?” 

“We have had more inquiries during the past 
week than fora month or more. Manufactu- 
rers lose money on every car load of glass 
shipped, but get a slight advance from local 
customers.” 

“Would it not be more profitable to close 
down than to manufacture glass at a loss ?’ 

“If we suspended, the insurance, taxes and 
other expenses would continue just the same, 
and there would be no income whatever. while 
| hundreds of men and boys would be thrown 
out of employment. At the meeting today, in 
| view of this and other facts, it was considered 
best to continue in operation.” 

“How are stocks?” 
| “Stocks are unusually light in this country. 
In Europe, however, manufacturers are run- 
ning full and piling up large stocks, for which 
i there is no market. This is being done with 
| the expectation that factories on this side of 

ke water will suspend, which would create a 

arketin this country for foreign glass. If 
the factories here closed the stocks would be 
bought up by Eastern jobbers, which would at 
once increase prices probably above the card 
rates. This would enable foreign manufuctu- 
rers to compete for trade in this country.” 

In conclusion, the glass man intimated that 
there would be an important change in the 
card rate next year. 

The table glassware trade has been exceed- 
ingly lively during the past few weeks. A 
large manufacturer said last week that trade 
in that line was in a healthier cond.tion than it 
has been for two years.

The linseed oil market continues easy at 2@ 

58c for raw domestic and Calcutta grades. 
There isa fair consumptive demand, but the 
volume of trade is not so large as expected. 
Western oil is not pressing upon this market, 
and sv pplies in store are light, with jobbing 
sales at5le. Any demand for car load lots 
would be met ut 49¢ toarrive. In London, lin- 
seed oil is very dull at £20 15s@21 in town pipes* 
and £2158 in petroleum barrels, spot, £21 5s 
November-vVecember, and £21 2s 6d January- 
April. Hull delivery £20 12s 6d in ordiuary 
casks, spot, and November-December, and £20 
15s January-April. 

The stronger Southern markets for crude 
cottonseed oil, has strengthened the views of 
holders here,, who generally quote 35c, but a 
lower bid would buy. Some transactions are 
reported at 34c, but even at this figure it would 
be difficult to place any good-sized lots except 
in cases where necessity compelled the pur- 
chase. Dullness is one of the chief features of 
the market, notwithstanding the fact that 
values have been relatively lower here than at 
the mille. Receipts are more liberal, the arri- 
vals during the week aggregating 2,913 bbls, in- 
cluding crude and refined, and 300 bbis for ex- 
port. A good portion of the above was sold to 
arrive, leaving; the stock on hand rather 
small, especially of crude. Dealers 
are encouraging business in futures, but very 
little interest is manifested. An offer of 300 
bbls was made to-day at 314cfobfrom a mill 
where the cost of freight is one cent per gallon 
less than from Memphis. The business of the 
week, so far as reported, foots up 450 bbls, on a 
basis of 34c. It is reported from Vicksburg 
thatthe river bank between that place and 
Greenville is covered with cottonseed awaiting 
shipment. Planters as a general rule, it is 
alleged, have given in to the Cottonseed Asso- 
ciation and are shipping seed as fast as possible 
tor $8 per ton, the price agreed upon by the 
association. Buyersin the New York market 
expect lower values on account of the liberal 
receipts of seed, but the short crop and the 
large exper! movement now in progress at the 
Fouth willbave a strong tendency, it is be- 
lieved, to support full prices. Private advices 
received from New Urleansgive a very encour- 
aging outlook for the remainder of December 
and January. The market there has been quite 
steady for some weeks at 32c on ‘buyers’ cir- 
cular conditions,” which most of the crushers 
object to. Some outside buyers have paid 32i4¢c. 
The outlook fora full yicld is reported rather 
gloomy, and ashort season is looked for. The 
demand for export was never better at New 
Orleans. At Memphis a sale of 20,000 bbls of 
prime crude was made during the week under 
review at private terms, but said to be at cur- 
rent prices. As regards futures, sellers have 
advanced on regular quotations for January 
delivery. Brode & Co, of Memphis, report the 
market to-day at 82@32\4c. Soap stock is offer- 
ing on the New York market at 134c, but with- 
out inquiry. We have sale of 40 bbis tank bot- 
toms at 2%c, which is the ruling figure. 

The market for refined cottonseed oil showed 
no signs of improvement until Monday, when 
receivers, who were free sellers of summer yel- 
low at 40c hesitated to shade 4c, principally for 
stock ex store. Buyers found supplies ex dock 
under this figure, and it is believed 40c would 
buy at the moment, although we have no offers 
under 4lc. There is very little stock on the spot 
to draw upon, but more liberal receipts are ex 
pected. Buyers are inquiring after January 
delivery, which denotes a well seated expecta- 
tion in enbanced values. We have sales of 2% 
bbls January option at 41c, 100 bbls export at 
4036c, 20 bbls to arrive at 40}¢c, and "#0 bbis 
spot within the range of 39@4'c. The export 
movement at New Orleans was never g@ eater 
than at present. Ail the available ol is being 
taken up, but at low figures, on the busis of 39c 
for city and 48@38}¢c forcountry. A vessel is 
reported as loading 500) bbls of refined oil for 
Italy, and the demands for crude from refiners 
have greatly increased. Some oil has gone to 
England and Germany, but the bulk of the ex- 
port trade is for Mediterranean ports. Memphis 
crushers have advanced lc on January deliv- 
ery. The spot market there is quoted by our 
correspondent at %86}44@37}¢c. Other refined 
grades are commanding but little attention. 
Winter yellow and white winter are moving in 
a light way at our quotations. 

The market for Ceylon cocoanut oil is con- 
ceded by dealers to have reached bottom prices‘ 
as stocks on ithe way have already been dis- 
counted, A steady feeling is therefore expect- 
ed to prevail.Spot supplies are quotedat 64@7c, 
with 6}¢c bid for 20 tons ex-dock. No impor- 
tant transactions are reported, All the cheap 
lots of cochin oil have been taken off the mar- 
ket, and stocks are now held at 84@8léc. 
Cuban is offering at 634c. Following is the 
London market by latest mail:—The demand is 
still very slow and prices on the spot almost 
nominal. Ceylon is quoted £29 in pipes and 
puncheonsand nearest value of hogsheads is 
£30; present shipments offer at £28 lis delivered 
terms. Cochin has declined to £22 to £32 10s 
spot, and £32 ,has been accepted for a parcel 
near at hand; spring shipment would find buy- 
ers at about £31, with sellers at £31 10s, Mauri-

Palm oil is ‘still in abundant supply and nom- 
inally quoted at 744@7c for prime. Follow- 
ing is the Liverpoo! market, as reported by 
Crooks & Co: Demand during the week has 
been anything but active, but the supply being 
moderate, prices have remained steady. Ad- 
vices have just reached Liverpool of consider- 
able cargoes having passed Madcira for Liver- 
pool direct, in consequence of which the mar- 
ket closed a shade easier, with sellers at our 
quotations and buyers a trifle less. All classes 
of oil have maintained thir price with the 
exception of Lagos, which is £5 per ton easier. 
Sales are estimated at about 500 tons, including 
Lagos at £31 158; Bonny at £30 158; Old Calabar 
at £31; and Accra kinds at £30 5s@30 15s. 

Olive oil is steady at the advance to 92}c, 
with sales from first hands of 5 bbls at 90c to 
special customer and resales of 30 bbls at 9244c 
also jobbing at 93c. Foots are quoted to arrive 
at 74c. The latest advices by mail from Lon- 
don, are as follows: The small quantity of oil 
lying here is firmly held at our quotations. 
Malaga oil for shipment by steamer is £38 cost 
and freight. Tunis oil for prompt steamer 
shipment has been sold to Liverpool at £37¢ if 
and a turther advance of 10s per tun is now 
asked. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

The market for lard oil still rules easy under 
pressure of the extreme duliness, but is not 
quotably changed. The inside figure for prime 
city winter is 59c. Some extra Western brands 
of last season’s make of winter oil are still 
quoted at 64@65c. 

There is no improvement in the whale oil 
market. Trade is so light that no necessity ex- 
ists for a change in values. The arrivals 
of crude during the week amounted to 1,155 
bbls, and the total stock on December 1 was 
placed at 2,560 bbls. A Pacific coast paper says: 
The whaling ficet as a whole has been eminently 
succcseful, aud most of the vessels from the 
Arctic bave a’reudy mude their appearance in 
our barbor, and their ugeregate catch, so far as 
reported up to this time of writing, aggregates 
28,504 bbls of whale oil aud 154,491 lbs of bone. 
The following unnouncement also appears in 
another journal of the same section: The nu- 
merous «rivals of whalers haye been the lead- 
ing teature of the week. Wehave now to hand 
29 vessels for the month, of which one is clean, 
the balance bringing a fair quantity of oil, 
bone, etc. The catch will be heavier than that 
of last year. The fleet is to hand a great deal 
earlier. 

Sperm oil is without new features. Values 
are steady and business stagnant. The stock of 
crude sperm oil is 16,500 bbls. The London mar- 
ket is also reported neglected, refiners abroad 
having supplied their wants here at reduced 
prices, 

Crude menhaden fish oil is attracting less at- 
tention at present than at any time during the 
season. Consurmmptive wants are so limited that 
buyers are manifesting total indifference. Sel- 
lers have not altered their views, and are not 
pushing business. We hear of forced offerings 
of 1,000 bbis good merchantable at 26c ex dock, 
but an investigation failed to find any one wil- 
ling to release stock at sucha figure. Quite a 
large quantity of prime oil could be placed at 
26c for export, and circumstances would indi- 
cate that exporters are waiting for 
that price to be reached, The inqui- 
ries for shipment, noted previously; 
have about ceased, and it is doubtful if 27¢ 
would now be paid for export, although we 
hear of 100 bbls choice southern grade bringing 
that price on dock. The home transactions 





have been limited to about 500 bbls on the basis

Mineral Olis. 


Paraffine oils have met with good sale during 
the week. Orders for prime grades of 25 grav- 
ity have been filled at 11}¢c and “special cus- 
tomers” supplied at llc. There would seem to 
bea large number of special customers, as 
most of the stock of a certain brand has been 
released at llc. This is rositively the lowest 
price realize for prime oil. Some stock that 
was damaged in the refining process, changed 
hands at. Jower figures. In a jobbing way 12c 
is demanded and received for other brands. 
The market is gradually resting on a basis of 
llc,alt hough 11}4c is the figure generally named. 
Buyers finding themselves accommodated at 
lle without question are now wanting this fig- 
ure shaded, but refiners are not encouraging 
business at lower figures. Prime grades of 28 
gravity are finding a market at 8@8\, with 
most sales at first named figure. It is currently 
reported that 7i¢c was accepted, but the qual- 
ity of the oil would not justify higher figures. 
We have heard of no transactions under 8c for 
Prime, or of any business being solicited for 
less. Sales are reported of 900 bbls 25 gravity 
and 500 bbis 28 gravity at the market figures as 
outlined above, 

Neutral filtered oils have no demand worth 
mentioning. There isno change in the posi- 
tion of affairs. Low values still prevail for 
some brands, while others are held off the mar- 
ket. More refiners are offering at reduced fig- 
ures. We have offer of 31 bloomless at l4c, 
formerly held at 18@20c, and other grades in 
Proportion. One of the principal holders de- 
clined to meet these prices, being sanguine of 
better yalues later on when the weather will 
not permit the manufacture of bloomless oils. 
The accumulation of stocks at this center has 
ceased, but according to the present light 
movement there may be sufficient to last until 

Pring. Contrary views are entertained; how- 
ever, the season for good prices seems to have 
vanished. We find no occasion for changing 
the regular quotations. 

The firmness in cylinder stocks is well main- 
tained, while the movement is moderately 
large. Refiners feel encouraged over the busi- 
ness now doing, and have no difficulty in sus- 
taining prices. There has been no variation 
from previous quotations, and consumers are 
getting the worth of their money in quality. 
More attention is being paid to the merits of 
the different brands ofiering rather than to the 
price, and refiners are finding it more profitable 
to make a good article. The lowest value 
placed on prime light filtered of 600 test is 22c, 
at which we have sales of 300 bbls; also 200 bbis 
at 23c and 300 bbls at 24c, also 200 bbls 565 test at 
20c. Limited inquiry is to be noted for dark 
grades. Dark colored filtered has been 
moving at M@léc. We hear of no 
offerings of inferior qualities of dark steam 
refined, which has heretofore bcen a leading 
feature of the market. Stocks that were offer- 
ing at 8@8}¢c are no longer tu be had, and 
the cheapest offering that we hear of [now 
is 10c. A good grade of dark steam refined can 
be had at 12c, and other brands at M@léc. 
Business in this grade is about as usual. We 
have sales of 400 bbls between the latter range. 

Black summer reduced oils are quiet but 
more firmly held. Manufacturers are not in- 
clined to shade 9}¢c for 15 cold test, or take less 
than 8c for 30 test,and for several well-known 
brands these figures are closely adhered to for 
large lots. Demands for 50 bbis are being sat- 
isfled at an advanceZof }¢c above the figures 
mamed, In fact. it is rather difficult to 








secure certain brands at our inside quo- 
tations and we hear of no sales on that basis® 
The range of 844010c for 25 test and 94@10kke 
for 15 test, has been established for the season 
by some housee,and no deviation from this 
schedule is to be expected unless unforseen cit- 
cumstancesshould be so pressing as to justify 
a change. As zero oil could be found in but 
few hands, the price asked has been 1@l5c, 
but we understand that this grade is purchas- 
able at 12c owing tothe very limited demand 
and the substitution of 15 cold test which some 
manufacturers are encouraging. The aggre- 
gate sales reported for all grades during the 
week are 900 bbis.

Oil Cake. 
Trade is unsettied in Western cake, still 
quoted at $28 on spot, with sales of 300 tons at 
that figure. Freights are so unsettled that ex- 
porters are not in the market to any important 
extent, Calcutta cake is without interest 
owing tothe same reason. Cottonseed cake is 
firm at Memphis with large sales at $21 25. The 
London market is reviewed as fol'ows by late 
advices: The arrivals of foreign have been 
light, and with an improved demand for spot 
cakes a fair amount of business has been done 
at the extreme prices of last week. Best broad 
thin bag cakes from Calcutta seed are held 
firmly at £8 %std per ton, and prime Western 
seed bags at £7 15s perton ex ship. London- 
made pure cakes meet a very slow sale, and 
crusuiers have reduced their prices to £8 78 6d 
per tonex mill. Decorticated cotton cakes are 
nominally worth £7 10s per ton ex warehouse, 
with very little offering. Undecorticated cot- 
ton cakes being more freely offered, and with 
less inquiry, can be bought at £5 10s@i 12s 6d 
per ton ex mill, or 2s 6d per ton cheaper on the 
week. 


There is no business to report in State do-: 


mestic meal, which is nominally quoted at 
$30 per ton, but $29 would buy. Large sales of 
cottonseed meal have been made at Memphis, 
presumably for export, at $19, and the market 
continues firm at $19@19 25 per ton. Very little 
business is done here in the article, the export- 
ing trade being confined principally to the 
Memphis and New Orleans markets. 


Oil Seeas. 

The stock of Bombay seeds in importers’ and 
speculators’ hands in New York on November 
30th amounted to 12,500 bags, and we under- 
stand that the lot is held at extreme prices, the 
nominal quotation being $180. The deliveries 
during the past thirty days reached 41,237 bags. 
About 67,000 bags of Calcutta seed are on the 
way to this port by cable to November 30, and 
88,000 bags ditto by mail to October 28, while 
the estimated sailings for December are 25,000 
bags. The market for flaxseed continues to 
fluctuate between $1 29@1 30, with no 
price named for futures. The demands for 
consumptive wants are decreasing. The London 
market is quoted by mail as follows: ‘The im- 
port during the past week is limited to 4,403 
qrs—2,765 from Bombay, and 1,638 from Cal- 
cutta. Crushers being fairly well supplied 
the demand has been very restricted, but late 
prices have been maintained: 41s 9d to 44s 6d 
paid for Calcutta arrived and shortly due, also 
for November-December, via Canal to London 
business is also reported in spring shipments of 
this description at 43sto 42s 6d. Bombay at 
Hull bas been sold at 45s 94, October- December 
offers at 468 6d, January-February at 46s, Janu- 
ary-March at 45s, and a fairamount sold for 
March-May loading for that port at 4is 3d. 
Azov on passage for Hull has changed hands at 
44s 6d, at which further sellers and one or two 
Azov steamers have been taken for Continent 
at equal to about 44s 6d to 44s 9d U.K., latter 
price has been since declined. La Plata cargoes 
offer for January-March shipment at 42s 3d, at 
which one cargo has been sole. 

Menhaden Fish Scrap. 

The feeling continues unusually quiet, with 
no inquiries to note. Buyers are still inclined 
to hold off until lower values enable them to 
lay in their regular supply. Holders’ views are 
not declining and indications are not pointing 
in that direction. Dried scrap is quoted steady 
at 22 75@23 00 per ton at factory. No sales are 


reported. 


Wax, Candles, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 
Crude paraffine wax is unchanged. The low- 
est figure of sellers is 7}¢c for 122 to 125 melting 
point, 7c for 126to 128 test and 8c for wax 
ranging above that point. Some business is 
doing at 8c for certain brands of 128 melting 
point. Demands are moderate and supplies 
ample to meet all wants. Refined wax is offer- 
ing from 12 to 14}¢¢, the latter price being for 
prime grades of a high melting point. Jobbi

November’s Bullish O11 Report. 
(Special correspondence to the O., P.& D. R 

BRADFORD, Pa., Nov. 31, 1884. 

Decidedly bullish is the oil report for Novem- 
ber. In it the bears will find but little comfort, 
while the horned element will feel jubilant and 
wax jolly. It shows that in the great Bradford 
fleld- which embraces within its developed 
domains 75,000 acres—the bullwheel has practi- 
cally ceased to rattle and the drill to vibrate. 
Only fourteen wells were finished, with an 
aggregate production of 257 barrels. The big 
wells were located in the Cole creek district 
the bulk of which recently fell into the posses- 
sion of the Associated Producers. There were 
two dry holes found. Both were near Kinzna 
village. At thistime ten new wells are drilling 
and eight new rigs are building. There isa 
notable deciine in the production, which will 
continue during the long winter months. 

The once prolific streak of territory over the 
State line in Allegany County is slowly but cer- 
tainly petering out. The field has been defined 
in every direction and but little is doing. The 
majority of the wells are being couverted into 
pumpers, The eleven wells cempleted pro- 
duced the insignificant amount of 49 barrels. 
There are only thirteen wells drilling. 

In the Middlefield, which comprises Warren 
and Forest counties, 20) wells were finished, 
producing 66 barrels of oil. This is the lowest 
record in the history of this once notable field 
which produced such marked crushing districts 
as Cerry Grove, Wardwell, Balltown and 
Cooper. Eight wildcats were drilled. All were 
cru hers of the rankest kind. At the close of 





the month twenty-one wells were drilling. O 
this number thirteen were located in Clarendon, 

The Thorn Creek pool, according to present 
developments, covers 300 acres and is in the 
form o7 a rectangle. The wells in this insignifi- 
cant strip of territory bad up to November 27th 
put 431,221 barrels into the tank. This enor- 
mous torrent of crude came mostly from a few 
of the big gushers, which while they lasted, 
were ranked as the biggest wells in the 
world. While other fields have been neglected’ 
Thorn Creek has boomed, The daily yield for 
the month of November, according to the Era’s 
table, is as follows:

Thorn creek’s new production is put at 5.238 
barrels. At the close of October, Thorn creek’'s 
new production from ten wells aggregated 9,242 
barrels. This decided falling off in the output 
is the most bullish feature of the November re- 
port, The pool p ainly does not run southwest- 
eriy as the five dry holes recently completed on 
that boundary indicate. There isu theory that 
the territory extends to the southeast. The

McBride, and the Phillips and Simpson wells. 
The new wells as they comein draw from the 
old ones, and ina short time both old and new 
wells will show a decided falling off. The new 
wells really divide among themselves the 
amount of crude still remaining in the thick 
and porous pebble sand rock. There were three 
dry holes developed during the month. They 
were the Fisher No. 2, the McTammany and the 
McMullen. 

Thirty-one new wells are drilling in Thorn 
Creek. Inall of the fields during Novembcr, 
81 wells, 21 of which were dry holes, were com- 
pleted. The good wells are credited witha pro- 
duction of 58 7 bbls, a decline of 3869 bbis as 
compared with October. 

The 18 wells finished in Butler County fur- 
nished seven-eighths of its entire new produc- 
tion.

The production of the ever fluctuating Thorn 
creek pool to-day isa trifle over 8000 barrels. 
The Phillips No 2and the Gibson No. | have 
ceased flowing. Former gushers have shown 
unmistakable signs of swift decay. 











One of the best known scouts in the oil region 
inclines to the opinion that the days of Thorn 
creek are numbered. 

“I believe that fully three-fourths of the oil 
in the Thorn creek pool,’” said he to your cor- 
respondent, “has been drawn out of the earth. 
The big gushers, as well as the little fellows, 
are continually falling off. Ten days ago, when 
torrents of oil flowed from the latest Jumbo, 
the produ%tion ran up to 16,000 barrels. What 
is it to-day? Eight thousand barrels less. As 
a bear Thorn creek is rapidly losing its grip. 
Its day of dissolution is close at hand.” 

There was a great deal of glycerine used du- 
ring the past week in wells which had quit 
flowing or whose production had run down al- 
most to nothing. One day the figures of pro- 
duction ascended the scale, the next day they 
tumbled downwards. 

There is but little going on in the way of new 
work in Butler. The Fisher No. 1 made two 
small flows yesterday. The production is about 
125 barrels per day. Salt water troubles this 
well. It was thought this well would start off 
at a 50(-barrel gait. 

A fishing job delays the completion of the 
Phillips and Simpson well on the Kennedy 
farm. First the tools were dropped; then a sec- 
tion of the cable followed At this time it is 
nineteen feet in the sand, with no showing of 
oil 

The McBride well, on the Scully farm, is due 
Tuesday. It is possible that operations at this 
venture will be shut down indefinitely. 

It is said that the Associated Producers have 
gained control of the well and that it will not 
be finished. Againit is said that the owners 
will board up the derrick and convert the well 
into a “mystery.” 

Although the Phillips No. 2 was again torpe- 
doed last week, she refused to flow.

TUESDAY EVENING, December 2, 1884. 


There has been an improvement in the tone 
of the market during the week, although as a 
whole but moderate activity has been mani- 
fested. Attimesthe fluctuations ruled rapid 
and quite wide, while considering the dull times 
that have been experienced in this market for 
some time past the ‘‘bulls” have reason to feel 
gratified at thesnug little advance which has 
taken place since our last. The dullness in other 
speculative departments in general acts of 
course, as a barrier to any decided activity at 
the moment in the absence of important news 
from the producing region, but there is no 
doubt that the petroleum trade will be among 
the foremost to participate in the activity when 
the “hard times” have p:st. 

The improvement in the tone during the 
week is ina comprehensive sense regarded le- 
gitimate—that is, called for by the character of 
developments in the region or whnt consti- 
tutes the region at present to the average ope- 
rator—the Thorn Creek development. In 
known producing territory the character of 
developments since our last has unquestion- 
ably been “bullish,” which with the assistanee 
of a *‘bullish” Monthly Report has prompted 
an improvement in values, while in regard to 
the question of extension of territory, which is 
at the moment the one of most importance, the 
operators are substantially as much in the dark 
as they were a week ago, Neither the McBride 
nor the Kennedy test wells have been brought 
in to settle the question of Southeastern and 
Eastern extension respectively. Of the McBride 
well, althoughthe opinion in general is that it 
on the point of completion, there is little new 
to note, while the rumor is current that the 
Associated Producers have obtained control of 
it,and intend to postpone opening it indefinite- 
ly. At the Kennedy well the cable broke on 
Friday, losing the tools in the hole, for which 
they have since been unsuccessfully fishing. 
At present the Fisher well No. 3 marks the 
southeastern extremity of Thorn creek, and 
this was quoted this morning as producing 50 
bbls. per hour. The only other well, besides 
the McBride and the Kennedy, near completion 
whose position is regarded as important as the 
Fisher No. 8, located about 600 feet south of the 
No, 3, which will test the territory in its direc- 
tion. It cannot, however, be completed for 
some days. Meanwhile the production of the 
old wells continues rapidly to decrease, and this 
morning the total—as estimated on a one-hour 
gauge—at all the wells was 6,161 bbis., against 
10,137 bbls. reported by the New York Petro- 
leum Exchange’s scout last Tuesday, while the 
maximum production of this field was reached 
on the 15th ult.—14,644 bbls. Another factor 
of importance which has entered into the field 
situation is salt water. This is now seriously 
interfering with the output of the wells and 
from the Fisher well No. 1 this morning was 
the only product, The Fisher No. 1 has had 
considerable influence during the week in the 
way of dictating prices, It was shot on Friday 
last and showed very poorly, refusing to flow 
and pumping only 100 bbis per day, notwith- 
standing that it is literally surrounded with 
gushers. This caused an {upward spurt which 
was continued to a moderate extent on Satur- 
day. On Monday, however, the news came 
that it was showing improvement and patur- 
ally a reaction occurred, while this morning 
the news that it was pnmping nothing but salt 
water again reversed its influence. The Connor 
No. 1 which stopped flowing on Tuesday last 
was torpedoed and after considerable delay be- 
gan flowing at the rate of 1400 bbis per day,while 
shooting the Phillips No2 twice was without 
good result. The Greenlee well this morning 
refused to flow, and it is generally conceded 
that but for the possibilities of extension there 
is nothing in the Thorn Creek field to act 
against a good advance, 

The Regular monthly development report as 
stated above was of a generally strengthening 
character, showing, except in the case of new 
wells,a general decline. We give the figures 
by fields so that the demoralized condition of 
developments aside from the lower country, in 
which is included Thorn Creek, can be readily 
seen. In comparison with the October report 
the figures were:

In alluding to the ee in detail, whe 4 
said that on Wednesday there was no anima- 
tion, prices fluctuating within a very narrow 
range— 144@73c—and the sales of the two New 
York exchanges ouly aggregating 5,020,000 bbls. 
From the Kennedy well there was little infor- 
mation. Five bits were reported as baving been 
run, with no other encouragement than finding 
@ somewhat whiter sand with the last. The 
Connors Well No. 1 was treated to a 6)-quart 
torpedo, but at the close of. business no reac- 
tion was reported. Thursday being Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, the exchanges were closed, leaving 
operators free to prosecute war on turkey and 
to engage in other soothing occupations. 








On Friday business started off with renewed 
life, sales to the extent of 11,511,009 bbls taking 
place, while fluctuations were quite large, the 
range being 734@77i4c. The general tendency 
of the market was upward, and as compared 
with Wednesday's closing prices, an advance of 
4\4c. was recorded. The advance was generally 
attributed to the news that the Fisher well No. 
1 was showing small, pumping at the close only 
at the rate uf 100 bbls per day. This gave rise, 
in view of its excellent location, to all sorts of 
reports of pronounced drainage. In addition to 
this there was considerable covering on “short” 
account owing to the news that the cable at the 
Kennedy well had broken, loosing {the tools in 
the well and removing the fear of a large well 
being the result of developments at that ven- 
ture for several days to come. The Connor 
well after the market closed on Wednesday im- 
proved considerabiy. On Saturday the “bulls” 
put forth their utmost energy to force values 
still higher, butas aresult of day’s business 
only established a gain of 15¢c,a large amount of 
quiet selling going on continually. The open- 
ing was firm at an advance from Friday’s clos- 
ing price of lc on the New York Board under the 
influence of the advance summary of the regu- 
lar monthly report. This showed an increase 
inthe number of wells completed of 29, but 
otherwise a general decline, the new production 
showing a decrease of 3331 bbis, the average 
production to a well being 9144 bbis against 
16434 bbls, the average on October 31, while the 
number of wells drilling and the rigs up and 
building showed a decline of 31. 


The market yesterday, however, experienced 
a reaction, and the closing price bid was 7674c 
against 783¢c bid on Saturday evening, and this 
in the face of a decline in the Thorn Creek pro- 
duction to 7559 bbls against 8302 bbis on Satur- 
day. Trading was moderately active, sales of 
10,457,900 bbis being recorded on locel account, 
while the renge of values for the day was 765 
@i9%c. The chief news of a character to in- 
fluence this result was tnat the Fisher well No 
1 was improving, while at the Fisher well No 11 
a second shot had the effect of starting it at the 
rate of 20 bbls per hour. From the Kennedy 
weli there is nothing reported of importance. 

To-day’s market was quite animated and 
prices fluctuated rapidly. At the outset the 
tone was very firm, prices advancing untll 
80}¢c had been reached, when a reaction to 
"8%c, the closing price, occurred, with the 
tone, however, firm. The early advance was 
based to a good extent on the news that the 
Fisher well No. l was flowing nothing but salt 
water. In addition io this the production was 
quoted as having declined to 6,161 bbls. The 
reaction later had its origin in the information 
that the McCormick well had drilled through 
the shell and was showing for a moderate pro- 
ducer, The total sales for the day were 12,568,- 
000 bbis, making a total of 52,900,000 bbis for 
the week agaiest 32, 714,000 bbls last week. The 
range of values for the day was 77}4@80}éc and

In the market for barrelled refined for export 
the week has been a quiet one out in sympathy 
with a better tone in the crude speculative 
market there has been a generally better feel- 
ing throughout the week. The sales however 
are not estimated at above 100,000@125,000 bbis, 
the bulk of whicn was reported on Friday when 
the price for New York delivery for 70 deg Abel 
test; December loading was advanced \¢c to 
T%e, and this is the closing price this evening 
with 7%c still the current quotations 
for outport loading. Cases however continue in 
active demand, while prices have not been 
changed from the basis of #34c for plain brands. 
Sales to the extent cf about 275,000 cases were 
reported. The demand on domestic account 
continues active, and in this direction prices 
continue firm but unchanged. 

Crude for export has ruled exceeding!y quiet, 
but the price bas been advanced to ¢4@7i<c, 
while cases are still maintained at 834@944c. 

Naptha and gasolene has ruled quiet but 
steady. while residuum has been neglected, 

In ocean freights the fecling is somewhat 
better. and quotations can be placed a point 
higher—quotable at 2s 444d@2s 6d for large ves- 
sels to direct United Kingdom or Continental 
ports.

The Composition of Turkey Red Oil. 
BY DR. A. MUELLER JACOBS. 

In the August number of the “Mittheiungen 
des TYechnologischen Gewerbemuseums zu 
Wien,” Prof, Liechti and W. Suida publish a 
reply to my treatise on ‘The Composition and 
Action of Turkey Red Oil,’’ published in this 
journal 

Attentive critics will observe the differences 
between their former and present resulta of in- 
vestigation, as wellas of the interpretation of 
the same, now given by Liechti and Suida in 
the above mentioned article. 

According to these authors, the formation of 
the body, which is soluble in water, and of 
Turkey red oil generally, is dependent upon 
the evolution of considerable quantities of 


sulphur dioxide, 
Their first formula of reaction, 


2C3 Hs (Cy 3H 9309)3 + 7H gSO4—CygH 75028 + 
4C, gH 40, +4H,O +680,, 
gives 384 parts by weight of sulphurous anby- 
dride from 684 sulphuric acid. 

The latest equation in accordance with the 
facts, gives up this position:— 
2CgH4(CigH 3309)3 +7HgSO,+8H gO = CygHy20195 

+6H,SO, + 4C,,H 3003. 

This process, which is apparently so different 
from the first, however requires the use ofa 
sulphuric acid having a gravity of at least 
1.7465 ¢61 deg. B,), with which certainly no Tur- 
key red oil could ever be prepared. The possi- 
ble objection that the above 8 molecules of 
water are added in diluting the mixture of the 
oil with sulphuric acid, would necessitate the 
assumption of further intermediate com- 
pounds, 

If Liechti and Suida, notwithstanding their 
changed reaction, still insist that there is an 
observable disengagement of sulphurous acid, 
I have no objections. 

To me, this is at most an evidence that they 
do not properly conduct the process of prepa- 
ration, for only in such a case will a reduction 
of the sulphuric acid take plave, as has already 
been stated in my former vommunication. I 
will here mention a etutement relating to this 
point, by H. Binder, wanager of the alizarine 
and Turkey red oil factory of L. Rabenek in 
Moscow, which | am at liberty to publish. 

Mr. Binder writes: I supply a number of the 
largest Turkey red dyeing establishments in 
Russia with alizarine oil, and in the manufac- 
ture of more than 28,000 barrels—about 5,500,100 
kilos—I have not observed the evolution ofa 
single pound of sulphur dioxide. 

The same is evidently also true for the treat- 
ment of oleic acid with sulphuric acid. This 
latter process is also differently interpreted in 
Liechti and Suida’s latest communication, and 
as will be observed more in accordance with 
my own views. Now that they have succeed- 
ed by amore suitable process in obtaining a 
compound which is solub.e iu water from oleic 
acid, they give the following as the equation of 
the reaction:— 

CigHa,03 + H,S80, =C,sH35(0.80,H)O,. 

The new compound thus prepared—the per- 
centage of sulphur ot which differs but slight- 
ly from that contained im my sulpho acid—is 
not accompanied by analytical data, although 
in the same article, a few lines above, the same 
objection is made to my results. 

Any one who will closely consider the simi- 
larity of the decomposition of triglyceriaes and 

»f vleic acid with sulphuric acid, and the iden- 
tity of the products of decomposition, can 
hardly be induced to acknowledge such a dif- 
ferencein the two processes as is shown in 
these two formule. 

Although Liechti and Suida (p. 62 of their 
treatise) perceive that in order to obtain a max- 
imum quantity of the compound, soluble in 
water, a long continued action of the sulphu- 
ric acid is unnecessary, or even injurious, they 
can not conclude to adopt the method which I 
have given for the preparation of the com- 
pounds of the reaction, from oleic acid and 
from the triglycerides of oleic acid. 

Alter, as before, they allow the sulphuric 
acid to remain in contact with the oil for 12 
hours. It is therefore not surprising, that their 
theoretical conclusions, and the effects of their 
products of reaction in practice, differ from 
mine. 

According to their theory, that the compound 
ethers alone, are effective, they should endeavor 
to obtain the largest possible quantity of the 
body which is soluble in water, and to protect 
it from decomposition, which is incompatible 
with a long continued reaction. If by the use 
of their method, they obtain only a minimum 
of the soluble body, what becomes of the gly- 
cerine, which is necessarily set free. I willingly 
and expressly admit having repeatedly tound 
considerable quantities of glycerine in the 
mother liquors of the products of decomposi- 
tion of the soluble compound. This was also 
always the case, when crude olein sulpho acid 
was miaed with glycerine, the mixture dissolv- 
ed in water, again separated by acids, extracted 
with ether, and the product thus purified de- 
composed. I could not, however, assume that 
@ compound glycerine ether had been synthet- 
ically formed. It appears to me, that the gly- 
cerine is simply absorbed and retained by the 

soluble body, an assumption which does not 
appear improbable, when the immense power 
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of incorporation of the latter for the most dif- 
fering substances is considered. 

The amount af sulphur, which is chemically 
combined in the product of the reaciion, ac- 
cording to the reaction of Liechti and Suida, 
cannot amount to more than 1.59 per 
cent, while various chemists, even in poorly 
prepared products, which were almost insolu- 
ble, and of a very low specific gravity, found 
2.6 per cent sulphur, as a minimum. This refers 
to experiments with olive oil. 

The author, as is shown in his table, obtained 
much higher results, under favorable condi- 
tions of reaction, at the same time the solubil- 
ity of the product was essentially increased, 
and its properties were favorably changed in 
every respect. This certainly cannot be due to 
the presence of mechanically admixed sulphuric 
acid, i.e. such as has not been completely re- 
moved in the waste liquors. 

Only those Turkey red oils, the products of 
reaction of which have a greater gravity than 
1,025, and contain from 8-9 per cent sulphur 
can be kept clear and undecomposed. If in 
this case, tne sulphur were present as sodium 
sulphate, the alizarin oil would on the contrary 
be more liable to change and decomposition. 

For this reason, am not clear upon what 
grounds Liechti and Suida charge me, with 
using impure products of reaction—containing 
from 40 to 60 per cent uncombined sulphuric 
acid. Ifthey are prepared according to the 
methods given below, and separated from the 
under-lye at the end of six hours, they always 
form clear, transparent, homogeneous, slightly 
viscous mixtures, which are soluble in water, 
without producing any turbidity. Upon fur- 
ther standing they separate inconsiderable 
quantities of aqueous solution and then remain 
unchangeable, either in their properties or in 
specific gravity. When treated with saline 
solutions, they indeed give up small quantities 
of water and free acid, on account of gradual 
decomposition, but this does not correspond to 
more than 8 or 10 per cent of the sulpho acid 
present. 

It ia different with the viscous products, pro- 
duced with the evolution of sulphurous acid, 
which are cloudy and difficulty soluble. They 
separate with great difficulty from the under- 
lye, and by continued washing they lose all 
their sulphur, as it is not combined with the 
organic substance. 

According to Liechti and Suida, the product 
of the reaction, consists approximately of 40 
ber cent of a compound soluble in water, and 
60 per cent of decomposition products (oxy- 
stearic acid) insoluble in water, but which are 
rendered soluble or capable of emulsivn by the 
former. 

The enormous solvent power of the sulphur 
compound also extends to other insoluble 
bodies, thus increasing, in a great measure, the 
difficulties of its purification. 

It is evident, that under such conditions it is 
exceedingly difficult, to obtain perfectly con- 
cordant results, in an investigation. 

The assertion made by me, of the occurrence 
of unchanged oil in the products of the reac- 

tion, is subjected te very peculiar criticism. 

Liechti and Suida could in no case detect its 
presence. Was this examination made in the 
same exact manner as that relating to the 
oxyoleic acid, the liberation of sulphurous acid 

and the estimation of the glycerine in the 
underlye? If now, asis sufficiently clear from 
the above, my method of preparation, gives a 
mass combining a maximum of sulphur with 
the organic substance, with the avoidance of all 
injurious influences, and the largest possible 
quantity of the substance soluble in water, and 
consequently the most excellent product, and 
if Liechti and Suida expressly admit on p. 61, 
that in this case absolutely unchanged triolein 
must be present, every critic will be enabled to 
draw his own conclusions resulting therefrom, 
particularly in regard to my theory of dyeing. 

The presence of unchanged oil is very easily 
detected by dissolving the product of the re- 
action (from triolein) in 10-12 volumes of alco- 
hol. While smaller quantities of alcohol will 
give a perfectly clear solution, and thus give 
rise to errors, these proportions wili produce a 
turbidity, with the gradual separation of the 
triglyceride in 3-4 days. In this case also, the 
peculiar solvent effect of the sulpho acid, is 
distinctly manifested. 


It must be stated, that the amount of un- 
changed triglyceride, decreases with age, with- 
out any visible external change, and in this 
way increases the solubility in alcohol. The 
same change often takes place, by the aid ofa 
ferment, which under the microscope has much 
similarity with the saccharomyces cerevisiae, 
and then it is effected in a much shorter time. 
Violent phenomena of fermentation appear. 
and carbonic acid is given off, especially in 
midsummer, when it often leads to the burst- 
ing of the barrels in which it is transported. 

The yeast cells increase rapidly, and give the 
oiladark color. It appears that the slimy 
nitrogenous constituents of poorly purified 
oils are particularly adapted, for favoring fer- 
mentation, as the phenomena of fermentation 
are not observed in best refined oils. Turkey 
red oils from castor oil, as well as those which 
have been neutralized, not with ammonia, but 
with soda or potash lye, are also much more 
permanent. High concentration of the oil 
retards fermentation, as does also an addition 
of carbolic acid or salicylic acid; mercuric 
chloride prevents it altogether. When the 


evolution of carbonic acid ceases, the oil begins 
to become clear; the yeast rises to the surface 
as dark, brownish violet, gelatinous mass, and 





can easily be removed. Now all unchanged 
triolein is decomposed, the product forms a 
clear solution with alcohol in all proportions 
and has lost its dichroism. 

Although my publications will give sufficient 
data, to the attentive rcader, sor preparing the 
products of the reaction, and might relieve me 
from a recapitulation, I will give afew special 
methods of preparation, as I have been accused 
of being indistinct. One will be easily cun- 
vinced, that by following the given directions, 
no evolution of sulphurous acid takes place, 
and that the products of the reaction (in the 
case of oils) are triglycerides. 

I, PRODUCT OF THE REACTION WITH TRIGLY- 
CERIDES OF THE OIL SEED SERIES. 

Two hundred grams of well purified almond 
oil or rapeseed oil are placed upon ice in a ca- 
pacious porcelain dish, until the temperature 
hag fallen to about 6 deg. C. At the same time 
50 cc. sulphuric acid, having a gravity of 1.8205 
to 1.8210, are also cooled in ice in a closed flask, 
and are then added to the oil with rapid stir- 
ring. With continued stirring the temperature 
rises slowly. As soon as 46 deg. C. are reached, 
which will take place in about 3 to 4 minutes, 
400 cc. of ice cold water are immediately added 
an the stirring is continued until the mixture 
has combined to form a thick, fine, white 
emulsion. The dish is then again placed upon 
the ice, when the separation gradually begins 
and is complete in about 6 hours. It is then 
placed in a separatory funnel, and the under- 
lye is drawn off. Atthe end of another 2 hours 
afurther small quantity of a clear aqueous 
liquid has separated, which is also removed. 

The oily mass is clear, not very viscous, read- 
ily soluble in water and gives when neutralized 
with alkalies—fine, light and durable Turkey 
red oils. 

Il, PRODUCT OF THE REACTION WITH OLEIC 
ACID. 
(Free froin stearic acid.] 

Two hundred grams of oleic acid are cook d 
to 1 deg. C., and 60 cc. sulphuric acid of specific 
gravity 1.8250, also well cooled, are directly 
added at once. The mixture is rapidly stirred 
and as soon as the temperature reaches 46 deg 
C., 400 cc. of ice cold water are immediately 
stirredin. The temperature rises even more 
rapidly than in the case of oils. By strictly 
following these directions, however, the evolu- 
tion of sulphur dioxide will be avoided. 

The product diluted with water remains liq- 
uid. The sulpbo acid mixture separates clear 
in 1 hour, and may be separated from the un- 
derlye in the separatory funnel. 

It is homogeneous, limpid and readily soluble 
in water. 

Ill, PRODUCT OF THE REACTION WITH CAS- 
TOR OIL. 
Two hundred grams castor oil are cooled to 


. 8 deg. C.,and 30 cc. sulphuric acid of specific 


gravity 1.8210 cooled to 10 deg. C. are slowly 
added drop by drop. After this the mixture 
is etirred until it has reached a temperature of 
38 to 40 deg. C., and then it is left at rest for 12 
hours. 

At the end of this time, a cold solution of 50 
grams crystallized soda in 400 grams water is 
slowly added under constant stirring; the mix- 
ture is then placed into a separatory funnel, 
and the underlye is drawn off. 

We have thus far only considered the techni- 
cal side of the objections, and will now enter 
upon the chemical, 

On p. 62, itis objected to the estimation of 
the copper salts of the sulpho acids is not clear. 

I admit the justice of this, but I am innocent 
in the matter; tor, unfortunately, as the editor 
of this journal will testify, an unintentional 
misplacement of the sentence was made, 

The sentence—“einer auf einer glass platte 

. ...bis......in alkoholische Loesung geht"”— 
was written on the margiad of the manuscript 
andshould have been inserted directly after 
the analytical figures. 

The copper salt of the freshly prepared sul- 
phuric acid is indeed soluble in water, and sep- 
arates from the neutral solution of the acid in 
alkalies, in the form of a green oil, on the addi- 
tion of an excess of copper sulphate. 

By continued standing or by the addition of 
alkulies, it is rendered insoluble and changed in 
composition. Regarding the percentage of 
water “assumed at liberty’’ in my sulpholeates, 
I will refer to the often cited investigation by 
Freimy “On the decomposition of olive oil by 
sulphuric acid,’”’* which is already mentioned 
in my German patent in 1877, and in which 
similar hydrated salts, including a silver salt 
occul. 

It should certainly be the privilege of the 
investigator to construct formulae, based upon 
the analytical values found and published. 
according to his own inclination, the more so, 
when it in no way interferes with a future bet- 
ter source of information, regarding a defici- 
ency of oxygen and hydrogen molecules, is 
shown by Liechti and Luida in their formula 
for the formation of the compound ether from 
triglycerides. 

The epistolary utterances of the Societe in- 
dustr. de Mulhouse, regard'ng the value of my 
paper, are not altogether in conformity with 
the opinion of Messrs. Liechti and Suid; but as 
Ino not consider it proper to enter upona 
subjective discussion, I will simply observe 
that a comparison of the methods of investiga- 
tion described there will show no essential 
differences from those given in a later publica- 
tion. 

For instance, the separation of the sulpho- 
acid, from the substances so uble in ether by 
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shaking the aqueous solution of the product of 
the reaction with ether is already exactly de- 
scribed, and after determining the nature of 
the products of the decomposition their pres- 
ence in the alcoholic portion of the ethereal 
extracted was also indicated. 

Liechti and Suida, according to their own 
statement, have never had a product of the re- 
action containing triglycerides in their hands, 
simply because they did not observe the con- 
ditions of preparation. 

Under such circumstances, it is evident that 
dialysis will also give a negative result, and it 
readily explained why poor results were ob- 
tained when they treated the goods with an oil 
preparation containing no triglycerides, and 
washing them before treating with the alumina 
mordant. 

How can ane e«pect to obtain identical re- 
sults with a product made in an altogether 
different manner? The formula given by 
Liechti and Suida for the compound, which 
they finally succeeded in obtaining from oleic 
acid by a modified method, and which is solu- 
ble in water, requires 84 per cent sulphur. It 
will be seen that this value differs but slightly 
from that required for a sulpholeic acid.

I do not believe, in consideration of the be- 
havior of sulphacetic acid when evaporated 
in the air, in consideration also of the higher 
homologues,and the generally altogether differ. 
ent nature of the similarly constituted aromatic 
compounds, that the decomposition of this sub- 
stance by continued boiling with water can be 
considered a sufficient cause, to deny the char- 
acter ofa sulpho acid without further reasons, 
but that we may goso far as to say that the 
process of its formation is similar to that of 
ethylsulphuric acid from ethylene, in which 
case a hydrocarbon is the original material. 

Its addition compounds of iodine and bromine 
speak especially against its composition as a 
stearic acid derivative, which is also true for 
the soluble compound, consisting of trigly- 
cerides. 

It will be well to compare with this the cor- 
responding parts of Liechti and Suida’s first 
communication, where they draw their con- 
clusions regarding the nature of the sulpbur 
compound and its decomposition products 
from just this reaction. 

Notwithstanding most extensive experiments 
I was unable to establish any significant differ- 
ence between the decomposition of the soluble 
bodies obtained from oleic acid, and oleic acid 
triglyceride, ricinoleic acid and ricinoleic acid 
trigiyceride. (According to Liechti and Suida, 
the body obtained from castor oil is also ex- 
ceedingly unstable). This is the case when 
boiled with water, as well as when allowed to 
stand in a concentrated state or diluted with 
water. There was a slight difference between 
the melting points of the products of deeom- 
position, which was always only 3-4 deg.C. 
higher when the compound was prepared from 
the free acid, which to me seemed to indicate 
a greater purity of the product. 

Liechti and Suida, in their first communica- 
tion, gives a method for synthetically prepar- 
ing the glycerin ether of oleic acid. Strictly, 
as I followed their directions, however much I 
varied the conditions, I was never quite suc- 
cessful in obtaining a considerable quantity of 
the compound soluble in water. The product 
however, showed no other bebavior than the 
sulphoacid prepared without glycerin, either 
chemically or practically, as a mordant, If, 
therefore, at the time I asserted the identity 
of the compound, soluble in water, obtained 
from oleic acid with that obtained from tri- 
glycerides—assuming equal purity—without 
supporting myseif by ultimate analysis for the 
former, I did so from the conviction that one 
cannot be far wrong in considering tw0 substan- 
ces identical, which being similarly produced, 
show an cxccedingly like chemical behavior 
and gives under uniform conditions identical 
products of decomposition. 

The latter, as is well known, has been posi- 
tively described,by Liechti and Suida in their 
first paper as a homogeneous, chemical in- 
dividual, oxyoleic acid, having a melting point 
of 56 deg. C. My reply not only had the etfect 
that the body melting at 71 deg. C, was really 
found, but that the whole formula and views 
were totally changed. This new view, however, 
does not quite correspond with the addiiion of 
bromine. 

Liechti and Suida do not admit that an oil 
preparation produced with the evolution of 
sulphurous acid (from oleic acid triglycerides) 
gives a poorred. This opinion car not be con- 
vincing to the reader because it is not based 
upon comparative tests with other oils, and 
further, it would above all be necessary to de- 
termine its resistance,to brightening. I per- 
fectly agree with them however, that the 
ammonium salt of the oxystearic acid gives no 
favorable results. They now further make 
the assertion, that the compound ether 
is the only effective constitueut, because it 
gradually decomposes on the fibre, producing 
oxystearic acia; their preparation even con- 
tains 60 per cent of this body preexistent. As 
the substance, soluble in water, obtained from 
oleic acid. gives the same products of decom- 
position, it should probably give the same mor- 
danting effects, but this is not-the case. Lichti 








and Suida, make absolutely no reply to these 


contradictions in their theory of dyeing. 

It is now a well confirmed fact, that the pro- 
ducts or the reaction, obtained by treating pure 
ricinoleic acid with sulphuric acid, and neutral- 
ized with ammonia, or even simple ricinoleate 
of ammonia is capable of replacing the mord- 
ant prepared directly from the triglyceride 
These preparations certainly contain no gly- 
cerin-ether, and the importance of the soluble 
body in Turkey red dyeing is essentially lim- 
ited thereby. 

These are, however, also free from triglycer- 
ides, and this has given cause for opposing my 
formerly developed views*. Inthe following, 
I hope to be able to show, how my views, with- 
out constraint, agree with the facts. In the 
first place I will observe, that I have in my 
pampblet, ascribed to the sulpholeates of the 
alkalies, essentially the part of a solvent and 
emulsifying agent, and that in this respect I 
compared it with the alkaline carbonates used 
in the old olive acid process, and with soaps, 
which have the same property. I also called 
attention to the fact, as is ap; arent from the 
contents of my work, and very distinctly from 
p. 62, that my physical theory of the Turkey 
red process, does not unconditionally require 
the presence of a triglyceride, but that lam of 
the opinion that such a compound would be 
most excellent in its effects because it imparts 
the greatest possible power of resistance to 
soaps and alkaline carbonute solutions, to the 
color lakes which it penetrates. Oijeic acid, 
oxyoleic acid and oxystearic acid used in the 
free state or a8 ammonium salts, from the lat- 
ter of which they are again liberated on drying, 
produce this effect in only a slight degree. If, 
in a lecture by H. Schmidt, held before the 
Societe industrielle de Mulhouse, in July, it is 
asserted, that an emulsion, produced by shaking 
together oleic acid and water for several 
months, can replace Turkey red oil, the result 
speaks directly against a chemical action of 
oleic acid, 

It is easy to prove by experiment, that free 
oleic acid, even in the finest state of division is 
not capable of decomposing aluminze solutions, 
forming an aluminium oleate. Sodium oleate 
which givesan alumina soap with an alum 
solution, gives no Turkey red. Concerning the 
red produced witb an oleic acid emulsion. it is 
justly to be doubted, whether it is equal in 
beauty and fastness to Turkey red, made in the 
old manner. Ricinoleic acid behaves ina sim- 
ilar manner. Only the easily decomposed am- 
monium ricinoleate can be used as a mordant; 
not the sodium salt. which would decidedly be 
better adapted than the other for forming an 
alumina lake. 

An observation by H. Binder. of Moscow on 
the behavior of ricinolsulpho acid or its am- 
monium salt on continued heating to 90-85 deg. 
C, gives as a further insight into these interest- 
ing mordanting processes, and still further con- 
firms my views. 

If ordinary ammonia mordant, or the product 
obtained by the reaction on castor oil, is heated 
for some time on a boiling water bath,the solu- 
bility of the separated acid in alcohol, is grad- 
ually diminished; after heating for 10 hours, 
about 10 per cent of the fatty acid dissolve; the 
insoluble portion is collected after diluting 
largely with alcehol, as a viscous oily fluid, at 
the bottom of the vessel, and can easily be 
separated from the upper alcoholic solution. 


It then stil retains a little alcohol, in which 
it is very slightly soluble. Its specific gravity 
is 0.936; it bas a neutral reaction and mild 
taste, is soluble in ether and combines with 
alkalies and metallic oxides to form salts, 
which show the greatest similarity with the 
salts of ricinoleic acid. When separated from 
the salts, an acid soluble in alcohol is regener- 
ated, which hardly differs frum ricinoleic acid. 
Alkali carbonates form emulsions with the new 
body, but do not saponify it. 

Although the new body has not been made 
the subject of a direct analytical examination, 
I willexpress my opinion that it may bean 
anhydride of ricinoleic acid, the formation of 
which is shown in the following equation : 2C,. 


Hs302 <on + Ha Cr HO O+9lMO, 

The same body is formed by like treatment, 
not only from the substance soluble in water 
obtained from castor oil (the Liechti and Suida 
compound glycerin ether), but also from the 
product of the reaction on ricinoleic acid or 
the ammonia compound, another evidence that 
we have no differing compounds bere. 

Olein sulpho acid, under the same conditions 
gives no analogous compound. 

Frewy, in his often cited investigation, men- 
tions a body insoluble in alcohol which he 
called metaoleic acid, which I have not yet 
been successful in preparing, It is not im- 
probable that the mentioned body, which is 
similar to a triglyceride and insoluble in aico- 
hol, is also formed by drying and steaming the 
goods, which have been mordanted with the 
ammoniacal castor oil mordant, and in this 
way increases the physical effects of the castor 
oil in the Turkey red mordanting procese. 
Further investigations in this direction will 
clear up the matter. 

Which of the two deviating theories is based 
upon the more worthy evidence, and which of 
them is more in accordance with the actual 
facts without dimming our vision? This we 
will probably have to leave to the whole of the 
profession and to further investigation to 
judge. Controversies have never yet proved 
injurious to science.

Sinee our last review there has not much of 
importance transpired as regards this market. 
The holiday during the week interfered, as is 
usually the case with bnsiness, to some extent, 
though there has been a fair consumptive 
demand in progress. Values continue steady 
and show but few changes, as noted below. 
The news received yesterday of a reported 
strike among the window glass factories lo- 
cated at Pittsburg, will no doubt have rather a 
de; iecesing effect upon soda ash, to some ex- 
tent. isicaching powder remains steady under 
light arrivals and limited offerings for forward 
shipments. Caustic soda is in full stock at the 
moment; consequently, recent arrivals are 
going into store, to wait better prices. Salt 
cake continues to come freely to hand, while 
English sal soda is quite scarce. Muriate of 
potash and kainit are both very much reduced 
in stocks at the moment. Brimstone, under 
lignt arrivals is a shade firmer, while nitrate 
soda is dull and wenk. 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands, is rather hard to sell, as 
many ofthe large consumers are under con- 
tract for this year’s supplies. Besides this, the 
reported strike among the blowers of window 
glass at Pittsburg, will have a tendency to 
depreciate values to some extent. The sales 
comprise 75 tons in lots at prices ranging from 
145@1 55c as to brand and quantity. High test 
is very dull at the moment, and in the absence 
of any demand it is nominally quoted at 145@ 
1 47}6c as to quantity und brand. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent has been in bet- 
ter request, especially for shipments during 
December and January, the sales aggregating 
about 150 tons at prices ranging from 13g@1 40c 
as to quantity and date of shipment; also 30 
tons in lots at 1 4244@1 45c as to quantity. High 
test has also moved quite freely, though stocks 
continue light on the spot. Sales are reported 
of 50 tons at 13¢@145c as to brand, quantity 
and date of delivery. 

Alkali 36 per cent is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand. with sales reported of 25 tons 
at prices ranging from 1 20@125c as to brand 
and quantity. The stock of BM 48 per cent is 
very much reduced on the spot, consequently 
values are somewhat firmer with 1 50c being 
quoted for spot parcels, while for forward de- 
livery it is still obtainable at 1 45c, with sales of 
50 tons reported within the range. High test B 
M is also in lightstock both on the spot and on 
way, the shipments for November being about 
upon a parwith the consumption. For for- 
ward delivery over 1885 there has not much 
been done so far, though several inquiries for 
round lots have been inthe market of late, 
The jobbing demand has been very good with 
sales of 150 tons reported at prices ranging from 
145@1 50c as to quantity. The other high test 
refined alkalies are all steady at the moment, 
with 1 70@1 75c being quoted as to brand and 
quantity. 

Newcastle ash 48 per cent, has arrived quite 
freely during the week; besides this there are 
two steamers now due that will bring further 
invoices, that are not yet disposed of, but will 
probably go into store to wait better prices 
with the turn of the year. Buyers are only do- 
ing a hand to mouth trade, pending the arriv- 
als of contracts. The strike reported among 
the window glass men at Pittsburg is expected 
to spread among the other workera; conse- 
quently a light demand is looked for during 
the next month or so. Prices, however, do not 
show much weakness, but to place a round lot 
our inside figures would have to be shaded to 
some extent. The sales comprise 100 tonsin 
lotsat 140@145c, as to make and quantity. 
High test is in the same position, and in the ab- 
sence of any active demand we quote 1 35@1 40c 
as to quantity and .make, while for small lots 
from store 1 45c is demanded. 

Bleaching powder has been very quiet during 
the week, although arrivals have not been ex- 
cessive, the consumption being about equal, 
thus preventing any accumulation of stocks. 
As is usual at this season of the year business 
is somewhat restricted on account of buyers 
not caring to go over the year with full stocks. 
There has been more inquiry for contracts 
over 188), but at the moment buyers’ views are 
below what would be accepted by many of the 
sellers. Mr. D. B. McCullough, under date of 
Liverpool, Nov. 21, says: “Bleaching powder 
very scarce with ,more home trade demand— 
£7 10s 15d—makers refusing offers over next 
year, which they would have accepted a week 
or two ago.”’ The jobbing trade has been fair; 
in all about 125 casks were placed at prices 
ranging from 1 85@1 95c as to brand and quan- 
tity; also 50 tons to arrive at Boston at 1 80c. 

Caustic soda‘60 per cent is only wanted in a 
limited way atthe moment and is obtainable 
at 3 10@3 lic as to quantity. For shipment they 
are quoting 2 90@29ic, with offers of 285c 
solicited to cable for December steamer. High 
test continues to come freely to hand and as 
many of the consumers are well stocked for the 
present, holders are storing rather than sacri- 
fice their goods from dock, believing with the 
turn of the year values will be better. Late 








mail advices received give corrected shipments 
of caustic for the past ten months from Liver- 
pool to the United States for 188%, they should 





be only 28,253 tons (not 38,253 as reported in our 
last) against 24.065 tons for the same period of 
1883. Mevsrs. Robt Crooks & Co., under date 
of Liverpool, Nov. 25, say: “Caustic soda is very 
irregular, and our maximum quotations are 
lower thansome makers will name, but as the 
demand is very quiet, orders would tempt even 
the firmest to accept prices named. There is 
not much offering at the moment, makers bav- 
ing their order books well filled, and there is 
appearantly very little in second-hands. Busi- 
ness for next year is reported at £9 7s 6d@9 10s 
for a twelvemonth’s contract.’’ The sales mak- 
ing are mostly for small jobbing lots; now and 
then an order comes along for a good sized 
quantity, but these are exeeptional. Sales are 
reported of 150 dms at 2 6744@2 75c as to quan- 
tity and brand, also 75 dms to arrive at Boston 
at 2 65c. 

Sal soda English for immediate delivery is 
very svarce, for which fancy prices are demand- 
ed. There are several invoices on way by 
steamer, which will relieve the market to some 
extent upon arrival. Sales are reported of 300 
tons to arrive at prices ranging fro: 107K%@ 
4c asto quantity and brand. Late advices 
report the market as being firm for prompt, 
but for December delivery there are more sell- 
ers and prices are a shade easier. 

Sal soda American has been quite active 
during the week. The scarcity of English has 
drawn more attention to this article. The sales 
comprise 200 tons at prices ranging from 102% 
@1 05e f. o. b, less 1344 per cent as to quantity, 
make and style of package. 

Salt cake has arriyed quite freely during 
the week; this, with a slack demand from con- 
sumers makes it rather hard to dispose of pres- 
ent stocks. Late advices from Liverpool re- 
port considerable business over next year of 
special makes at 35s 6d, butat the close there 
were sellers at 34s.

Acetic acid has ruled very quiet during the 
past week, the demand being confined to small 
jobbing orders to cover present requirements 
of consumers, nothing being done in forward 
deliveries at the moment. The sales comprise 
31,009 Ibs at prices ranging from 2@2 10c, as to 
make and quantity. 

Tartaric acid has met with only a limited de- 
mand since our last report, values, however. 
continue steady and show but little change.

Philadelphia Chemical Market. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1, 1884. 


The volume of business for the week shows a 
falling off from last report. Thanksgiving hol- 
iday occurring has probably assisted towards 
this. Only a moderate demand for jobbing 
parcels exists. Importations are not heavy and 
are nearly all required to fill existing contracts. 
Stocks of most “chemicals are light, but fully 
equal to supplying the demand. There is very

Bichromate of Potash and Soda. 


The importation of bichromate of soda ata 
duty of 25 per cent has provoked a lively dis- 
cussion in the trade, especially among im- 
porters of bichromate of soda who are eom- 
pelled to pay a tariff duty of three cents per 
pound. The soda is classified in the clause 
referring to chemical salts not otherwise 
provided for, and as it is used for the same 
purposes as potash, it is claimed that soda 
should pay aduty of three cents per pound 
under the similitude clause. The introduction 
of the soda product on this market has not 
been attended with the success hoped for, a8 
we are informed that it is a failure as a substi- 
tute for potash in chemicai colors. There is a 
difference of two cents per pound in the mar- 
ket quotation of the two articles, but the fear 
that buyers of soda would be called upon to 
pay additional duty in case the present agita- 
tion resulted in placing both upon an equal 
footing in the tariff Jaws, has retarded busi- 
ness, notwithstanding the fact that sellers 
declare their intention of protecting buyers. 
The question as to the quantity of acid ob- 
tained from each is still disputed. Bichromate 
of soda is being manufactured in Philadelphia, 
but the growth of the consuming trade is in 
favor of potash.

Distillation of Coal-Tar. 


The stills used for distilling of coal tar re- 
semble vertical boilers constructed of 12 mm. 
wrought iron plates for the helm, and 13 mm, 
for the barrel and bottom. The latter consists 
of 12 plates, is bulged inward at the center, and 
heated either directly by the fire or protected 
by an intervening arch from direct cuntact 
with the flame. In distilling ot sirupy tar the 
latter construction is preferable, as it dimin- 
ishes formation of coke within the still, and 
thus the danger of subsequent overheating 
and deformation of the bottom. With regard 
to capacity, still vary considerably; some are 
constructed for charges of 50,000 pounds, while 
others hold over 70,00 pounds of crude tar oil. 
The mcst essential part of the still is the cooler, 
upon the proper construction of which depends 
the success of the operation; carelessly arrang- 
ed, it isthe source of all the casualties met 
with in this branch of industry. Tubes used 
as condenser should have an interior diameter

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of 130 mm., measure 48 meters in length, and 
have a pitch of 2 per centum. The tank sur- 
rounding the condenser is 5°5 meters long, 123 
meters high, and 1°53 meters broad, By adher- 
ing to these proportions, which agree with 
practical experience, the cooler represents a 
condensation surface of 20 square meters, while 
the area of a maximal section of the still does 
not exceed 10-5 square meters. The condenser 
is made of wrought iron tubing fitted with 
bent connection tubes of cast iron at the ends, 
the joints of which are always situated a few 
inchei below the level of the cooling medium. 
They are also provided with a valve, by the aid 
of which steam is forced through the condenser 
during the distilling of naphtnaline. The fill- 
ing of the still is effected by means of pumps 
or taonte-jusand pipes of 130 mm. interior 
width, and of 80 mm. diameter for creosote and 
anthracite oils. A pump capable of delivering 
50,000 pounds of oil within two hours is gener- 
ally employed. The main tube is provided 
with a three-way cock, and projects for some 
depth into the still, precluding thus the oil 
from adhering to the sides of the apparatus. 
Coal tar generally contains a variable per- 
centage of. minutely divided coal, which on 
removal of the oils is deposited in a state of 
coke, causing incrustation of the bottom and 
constantly waste of fuel and time. Crude tar 
oils are examined by distillation on a small 
scale and by exhaustion with benzol; the insol- 
uble remainder represents the quantity of coal 
contained in the oil. Samples of crude tar oil 
tested in this manner yielded from 7 to 33 per 
centum of coal. To overcome the difficulties 
produced on distilling of coal tar rich in coal, 
a spray of overheated steam is urged into the 
heated mass or the coal is kept in suspension 
by means of a stirrer. Application of the latter 
appliance is preferable. The shaft of the stirrer 
carries within a short distance from the bottom 
of the still three horizontal vans, each of which 


is finished at the end with a_ short 
chain. While heretofore the remainder 
in the still had to be taken out 


after each distillation, allowed the application 
of this expedient the execution of a series of 
fifteen successive charges, and then, on exam- 
ination, the bottum revealed no sign of incrus 
tation. The pitch produced on removal of the 
liquid portion of the tar is collected and solid- 
ified in tanks of brickwork, which as regards 
cleansing and uniform cooling of the contents 
are superior to iron vessels. Small fragments 
of pitch are rendered highly explosive through 
minutely divided coal distributed throughout 
its mass; they are collected after emptying the 
tank, and melted together by the aid of steam. 
In respect to the examination of coal tar oils, 
itmay be mentioned that oils lighter than 
water are tested with the hydrometer, and that 
the quality of heavy oils holding naphthaline 
and antracene in solution is in general deter- 
mined by their general appearance. From the 
pumerous Components of coal tar we single out 
carbolic'acid, anthracene, and naphthaline for 
examination, and also describe in the following 
their modes of rectification. 

Crude carbolic acid is treated with 1 per cent. 
potassium bichromate and its equivalent 
measure of sulphuric acid of 66 deg. B. The 
operation is carried on in a shaliow dish, into 
which both acids are poured; there are then 
mixed witha solution of potassium bichromate, 
agitated for some hours, and exposed to direct 
light, The oil is drawn off into a jar, and dis- 
tilled off at 170 deg.to198deg.C. The first 
fraction of the distillate ig collected separately 
and added to a subsequent charge, while the 
residue in the retort is united with the tar oils. 
The fraction of 170-198 deg. C. is again submit- 
ted to the action of sulphuric acid and potas- 
sium bichromate, distilled until the contents of 
the retort become thick, and stored up in 1 
pound bottles. They are tightly corked, placed 
in a cool situation, and left to crystallize; the 
liquid portion ot the crystallized product is re- 
moved by decantation, the bottles are placed 
ina water bath, heated,and the liquid acid 
transferred to well-dried bottles. The value of 
carbolic acid is determined by distillation; 0°65 
liter of carbolic acid is distilled in a retort, and 
the distillate, the first portion of which, being 
condensed aqueous vapor, is rejected, divided 
between a series of flasks of 25c.c. volume; they 
are immediately closed and cooled down to 15 
deg. C. From the number of flasks filled with 
crystallized acid the approximate percentage 
of the crude sample is determined bv calcula- 
tion. 

Commercial naphthaline is either a product 
of sublimation or crystallization, the former 
being obtained on an industrial scale by the 
following method; 

“Crude naphthaline deposited from creosote 
oil is united with the residue obtained on dis- 
tilling of raw benzol, and distilled in vertical 
boilers. The non-volatile remainder is added 
to the creosote oil and naphthaline treated in 
the state of fusion with 1 per cent sulphuric 
acid of 66 deg. B. The iron boiler employed in 
the operation has an interior liniag of sheet 
lead, is first charged with naphthaiine and then 
with sulphuric acid; after the impurities have 
subsided, naphthaline is transferred to a second 
boiler, in which it issublimed. Sublimation of 
the substance is added by introduction of 
steam into the molten naphthaliue, while the 
vapor, fraught with solid particles, is carried 
off by a spray of steam which is forced through 
a pipe fitted into the cover in the apparatus. 
The vapor issued from the outlet is collected 
in a room divided into two portions, in the first 
part of which are deposited molten and sub- 


limed portions of naphthaline, along witb it the 
condensed aqueous vapor; the liquid portion 
in the fore-room is drawn off into tanks, and 
the solidified naphthaline subjected to resub- 
limation. Naphthaline is extensively used in 
the manufacture of artificial colors, for which 
purpose the crystallized product is preferred, 
which is obtained by a process often resorted 
to in chemical work, and is similar to that em- 
ployed in the manufacture of carbolic acid. 
Dry crude naphthaline being separated from its 
liquld impurities by repeated distillation, until 
soda lye extracts no longer phenol, is melted in 
aniron caldron at 85 deg. to 90 deg. C. and 
mixed with 3 per cent sulphuric acid of 66 deg. 
B. The melted naphthaline is then tapped off, 
and treated at the same temperature with 6 per 
cent of the above reagent; it is subsequently 
distilled, the distillate collected in large shal- 
low dishes, and left to itself for crystallization. 
By this mode of operation the writer has been 
enabled to manuracture a product which re- 
tained,the original white color on exposition to 
light for two years. 

The raw products wrought for anthracene 
are anthracene oils; it is extracted from them 
by crystallization. The crude anthracene con- 
tains about 28 per cent of the pure substance, 
and is dissolved in a measure of 120 per cent 
creosote oil, free of phenol. A creosote oil 
witha boiling at 220 deg. C. isan exceedingly 
suitable solvent. Both substances, being nixed 
together in the cold, are pressed between layers 
of cloth,the washings rich in paraffine are col- 
lected and freed of the latter component, and 
the resulting anthracene cake with 36 to 
40 per cent of anthracene further concentrated. 
The examination upon paraffine is performed 
in the following manner: 2 grms. of anthracene 
are heated with 10 c. c. fuming sulphuric acid 
onawater bath for thirty minutes, during 
which time the entire quantity of parattine 
becomes collected at the surface of the solu- 
tion, the vessel and contents are cooled, and 
the solidified layer of paraffine detached from 
the anthracene solution, washed with water, 
and weighed. For the purpose of increasing 
the percentage of anthracene in the above pro- 
duct, it is distilled with 30 per cent of caustic 
potash. The operation isconducted in horizon- 
tal eylinders of cast or wrought iron which are 
22 meters long, 1°2 meters wide, and capable of 
holding 2,600 pounds. The vapor proceeds 
through wide tubes cooled by the surrounding 
air, the distillate gathered in large iron pans, 
and then left to crystallize; the resulting pro- 
duct contains 48 per cent anthracene. The 
remainder in the cylinder is calcined, and the 
alkali recovered as potassium carbonate. The 
loss of material caused by the distillation ranges 
from 2 to 12 per cent. A still higher grade of 
purity is attained by treatment in the cold with 
a measure of 140 per cent heavy benzol of 140 
deg. to 170 deg. C., and separation of the insolu- 
ble from the liquid component by pressure. 
Creosote oil previously treated with caustic 
soda can be substituted for benzol. Of the 
products, besides anthracene, of which 8 per 
cent enters into solution, dissolved in heavy 
benzol, we mention phenanthrene, all of which 
are recovered on removal of the benzol by dis- 
tillation. The oils used as solvent for anthra- 
cene deposit during the winter the solid hydro- 
carbons, and thus yield on fractional crystalli- 
zation the dissolved substance, yet a better 
method for utilizing these products to redis- 
till them with coal tar or to use them in the 
manufacture of pitch. 

The numerous qualities of pitch have a spec- 
ific gravity of 118 to 1°25, and show a high 
percentage of finely divided coal. Its value 
depends upon the quantity of oils contained 
therein; they are soluble in benzol,and can 
thus be separated from their impurities. The 
distillation of pitch is carried on in furnaces, 
which are hemispherical with.regard to form, 
made of wrought iron lined with firebricks; 
they are provided witha manhole and outlet 
for vapors, which are condensed by the aid of 
air. They are charged with 2,000 pounds of 
pitch twice a day, yield 50 per cent coke and 33 
per cent of lubricating oils, while the difference 
is lost as steam or inflammable vapor. The 
coke obtained possesses a high density, and 
leaves on incineratiun but 2 per cent ash, and is 
therefore exceedingly valued as fuel in melting 
of cast iron.—Chem, Ztg.

Infusorial Earth. 
BY J. W. M’KELVEY, B. 8. 

This earth is made up almost entirely of the 
silicious skeletons of minute animals (infusoria 
or diatoms), and it is a remarkable tact, al- 
though these skeletons are almost entire, they 
form a powder so fine that it is usea for polish- 
ing smooth surfaces. 

Vast deposits of infusoriail earth have been 
disoovered in various parts of the world. Of 
these the mest remarkable is that in Richmond, 
Va., which is said to extend many miles and to 
be in some places forty feet deep. In Lune- 
burg there is aiso an extensive deposit. There 
the earth is found in two beds, one above the 
other. The upper layer is from ten to eighteen 
feet thick,and the lower one is about ten 
feet thick. Incolor the upper bed is nearly 


white and the lower one of brownish gray. 
This whole deposit is overlaid with a covering 
of decaying vegetable matier to a depth of one 
to two feet. 

An analysis of this earth, as given by Wag- 
ner, gives the following results :—

There are besides the deposits already men- 
tioned large beds in the Duchy of Hesse Darm- 
stadt. 

Infusorial earths differ very much in their 
composition. The analysis of the Luneburg 
earth has been already mentioned,  Silicious 
earth from Sicily contains a much larger per- 
centage of silicic acid and oxide of iron than 
either of the others, as shown by the following 
analysis :—

Infusorial earth is an exceedingly valuable 
material in the manufacture of glass, 
and may be used not only in this branch 
of manufactures but in many others, among 
which may be mentioned the production of 
waterglass. In order to use the earth for this 
purpose it is heated to a red heat, thus driving 
off all organic substances. After this it is 
treated with a solution of caustic soda ofa 
specific gravity of 1.5 or a caustic potash solu- 
tion, specific gravity of 1.135, The solution is 
then boiled till the earth is dissolved. The 
crude water-glass is purified with lime water 
and finally evaporated to the requisite consist- 
ency. 

It is also used in the determination of nitric 
acid. For this purpose it is first treated with 
acid, elutriated and mixed with an equal 
weight of bichromate of potash. This mixture 
is ignited, thus destroying all carbon and ren- 
dering the mass less voluminous. The nitrate 
is then added and the whole heated nearly to 
redness, causing complete decomposition. The 
ignited mass does not, however, fuse, but sin- 
ters a little, so that it is easily detached from 
the crucible. The loss by weight will represent 
the nitric acid. By this method decomposition 
is much more perfect than with quartz. 

Luneburg earth, when stirred with a solution 
of potash, forms a plastic mass of hydrate sili- 
cate, which has a similarity to meerschaum 
and may be used in place of it. Infusorial 
earth is used for packiug the walls of ice- 
houses and fire-proof safes and is particularly 
adapted to form a layer impervious to heat. 
Experiments have proved that for one hundred 
parts by weight of ice, which melted in a cylin- 
der surrounded by a layer of infusorial earth, 
two hundred and thirty-five parts of ice melted 
in the same time when jthe cylinder was sur- 
rounded by an equally thick layerof dry eartb. 
Moist earth and other moist materials worked 
still more poorly. With dry sifted coal ashes, 
same thickness and same time, oue hundred 
and forty-two parts of ice melted. Flax-clip- 
pings gave about the same results as infusoriial 
earth, Thus if a cellar surrounded by ordinary 
earth, two hundred and thirty-five cwt. of ice 
were melted in the hot time of the year, this 
loss would be reduced to one cwt. if a layer of 
silicious earth were placed around it, no allow- 
ance being made for the entrance of heat 
through doors, etc. 

The weight of the earth is so little that only a 
slight increase in the masonry is necessary. 
The weight of thirty-five and one-third cubic 
feet of dry ordinary earth varies from 3,750 
pounds to 5,125 pounds; dry coal ashes from 
1,625 to 1,68744 pounds,land an equal volume of 
intusorial earth from 8624 to _ 1,032% 
pounds. Hence the last named article will 
give less strain than the other substances men- 
tioned, and is therefore more economical, in 
that it does not require increased thickness of 
walls. 

Again, infusorial earth is incombustible; is 
not changed by fire and is not penetrated by 
rats or mice. Here the silicious earth is super- 
ior to flax-waste, tan-burk, saw-dust and other 
similar materials, which, while they present an 
equal resistance to heat, are combustible or, on 
standing,decay or, under certain circumstances, 
may even take fire spontaneously, Inthe same 
way silicious earth,on account of its light- 
ness, is one of the best materials to protect a 
space from the heat of the sun, as in the con- 
structing of celiars where a constant tempera- 
ture is required, 

Its unchangeability by fire combined with its 
stability and non-conductivity makes infuso- 
rial earth well adapted for the lining of vaults 
in which gold, silver, jewels and other valua- 
bles are kept. By covering boilers and steam 
pipes with it, asaving of fuel is effected, which, 
in a short time, amounts to more than the orig 
inal cost of the material, Inthe same Manner 
as in the case |of ice, one-third less heat will be 
lost witha covering of silicious earth than 
with an equally thick covering of ashes. This 
+ arth isa powerful absorbent taking up from 
three to five times its weight of water, oil, etc., 
and on account of this property is largely used 
in the manufacture of Nobles’ dynamite. In 
the preparation of infusorial earth for the man- 


ufacture of dynamite, there are three constitu- 
ents which must be eliminated; namely, water, 
organic substances and lumps. ‘The first and 
second are removed by calcining in a furnace 
provided with shelves so arranged one above 
another, as to allow the material to pass from 
the top to the bottom, where it is calcinea to a 
red heat. Itis then pressed between rollers 
and sieved. The presence of organic substan- 
ces would render the dynamite chemically 
unstable. The silicious earth after having been 
thoroughly calcined and pulverized, is mixed 
with nitro-glycerine, twenty-five per cent of 
earth to seventy-five per cent of nitro-glycer- 
ine. This is for the best quality of No.1 dyna- 
mite. As the absorbent is quite inert the ex- 
plosive properties of dynamite are similar to 
those of nitro-glycerine. Ignited by a flame 
and unconfined it burns quietly and without 
detonation. Experiment has proved that its ex- 
plosive force is not quite as instantaneous as 
nitro-glycerine and therefore in certain kinds 
of resisting media, where a unstained pressure 
is required, the effect produced by three- 
fourths of a pound of nitro-glycerine in the 
form of dynamite may largely exceed that of 
one pound of the unabsorbed material. 

This apparent paradox actually occurs 
submarine mines, usually ca:led torpedoes. 

To prevent the too quick dropping 
of scaling wax, in sealing there must 
be added, besides the color, some mineral sub 
stances, and these must be chosen so as to ob- 
scure the coloring matter as little as possible. 
Ground gypsum and heavy spar (sulphate of 
barium) have been suggested, but the former 
contains twenty per cent. of water of crystaili- 
zation, which causes the wax, when it is melted, 
to foam and thugsspoil the dropping. 

Burnt gypsum, or plaster of Paris, is unsuita- 
ble as it assumes too much color, and sulphate 
of barium, on account of its high specific erav- 
ity, increases the weight too much. Infusorial 
earth, however, on account of its low specific 
gravity and its freedom from water, seems to 
answer every purpose. 

It is particularly valuable as a poiishing pow- 
der because of its chcapness and its white color. 
It does not smear like rouge and chalk and can 
be used tor grinding a polishing surface instead 
of gypsum. As a polishing powder it is used 
dry or with spirits of petroleum. 

The Mosque of St. Sophia, at Constantinople 
is said to be made of bricks of infusorial earth 
from Rhodes. It is also supposed that the 
swimming bricks of the ancients were made of 
this material. 

In the manufacture of paper and soap, sili- 
cious earth is sometimes used as a filling agent. 
In soap it is used not only as a means of in- 
creasing the weight but also from its exerting 
a specific cleaning action. Mixed with resin 
and sulphur it fo ms, on cooling, a substance 
as hard as stone, and very elastic, and which is 
useful in many ways as a cement, stucco, etc. 

An extraordinary adhesive lute is made by a 
mixture of infusorial earth, Jead oxide, slaked 
lime and a drying oil. It is also used asa 
moulding sand aud because of its del.cacy of 
the impression which it takes, surpasses ail 

other sands for this purpose. Mixed with clay, 
as much as the clay will stand, models may be 
formed in it which, on drying and burning, do 
not split. This is very important tothe potter. 
It is hence reasonable to suppose that the de- 
posits of clay mixed with infusorial earth will 
become very valuable. Bottger's cement is ex- 
cellent for taking casts of coins, medals, etc. It 
is not acted upon by the strongest acids and is 
useful in technical applications, This cement 
is made by melting sulphur and mixing, while 
melted, infusorial earth and a little powdered 
graphite, The melted mass is poured over the 
coin or medal, and after cooling is removed, by 
this means obtaining a very sharp impression. 
Silicious earth is used in Kansome’s stone, and 
al:oas an addition to clay in the manufacture 
of ultramarine. It has been used as a partial 
substitute tor flour in bread by some of the 
poorer classesin Sweden. By this means an in- 
crease of yolume is obtained, but no additional 
nutrition. Plaster of Paris mixed with infuso- 
rial earth bas been to some extent employed in 
making absorption pilates, In the production 
of faience ware and enamels this earth is par- 
ticularly useful. 

Recently a deposit of infusorial earth has 
been found in New Jersey. Ina small basinon 
the farm of D. Judson Cook, Esq., which is 
located near Drakesville, Morris Co., N. J., 
there is a deposit of infusorial earth which 
covers about three acres. The fir-t stratum, 
beginning at the surface, is peaty to a depth of 
about one foot. The next is infusorial earth 
to a depth of three feet, then a wide, sandy 
clay seven feet deep, and at the bottom of this 
there is a deposit of gravel and cobble stones 
dritt. 

ihe white clay seems to be a mixture of clay 
and infusorial earth. Near the edge of the bed 
it grows thin. and the upper fifteen inches of 
the three feet layer is more porous than the 
rest. This earth is of a grayish-white color, 
and on igniting becomes white. Throughout 
this infusorial earth there may be found smal 
fragments of leaves and twigs; these however 
may be easily removed by ignition. 

The specific gravity of thesample is1.11. An 


analysis of it gave the following results:

Since our last review there has not been a 








very active demand for many of the articles on 
the list; this, in a measure, may be attributed 
to the holiday, which usually upsets trade for 
the week. Cochineal continues in light stock, 


and from recent advices from abroad, present 
values may be expected to continue for some 


time to come. Cutch is dull, though not 
quotably any lower. Gambier is easier, and so 
igs indigo and sumac. The other dyes are 


without any notable change, the demand being 
aseasonable one, with quotations steady and 
showing but few changes, as noted below : 
Cutch has only been wanted in a limited way 
during the past week. The closing of quite a 
number of the eastern mills curtails the demand 
for this article to some extent. Diamond 8, M* 
slab is still obtained to arrive at 544@534c 98 to 
quantity and date of arrival, with sales reported 
of 500 bags within the range. There has been a 
fain jobbing demand fur other grades at 54@ 
6c as to quantity and grade. Messrs C. C. 
Bancroft & Co., under date of Calcutta, October 
28, say: “Sales are reported of about 3000 bags 
diamond S, M. at Ks 8-12@9 for delivery up to 
February , and sellers are firm at the latter 


figures. 
Cochineal continues to be held firm at our 


previous quotations. The demand, however, 
has been rather slack, as many of the large 
consumers have not yet used up their recent 
purchases. Recent advices indicate a large 
falling off in the crop at the Canary Islands, 
being 703,828 Ibs less than it was in 1882. The 
sales here comprise 25 bags, mostly gray blacks, 
at prices within the range of our quotations. 
The London Commercial Record, under date of 
November 21, says: ‘The market continues to 
present a firm appearance, and although there 
is no great expansion in the consumption, yet 
with what is being steadily used, and the very 
perceptible falling off in the production, prices 
if wavering somewhat for awhile, may eyentu- 
ally be on an altogether higher scale—a much 
higher scale many seem to think. About 200 
bags Teneriffe have been sold during the week 
at firm prices, viz, silvers at 1s 14d@ls 244d, 
rosy blacks at Is 2}44d@Is 4d and grey blacks at 
1s 4d@I1s 5d per lb. Several orders for the Con- 
tineut and America have been in the market 


this week. 
Gambier has been very very quiet during the 


past week, buyers apparently waiting to see 
how low the Singapore market will go. The 
London market has been unusually active dur- 
ing the week. With prices held steady, this may 
stop further shipments by steamer to this port. 
There has been but little done in a jobbing way 
at prices renging from 5@5i4c as to quantity. 
Sales are reported of 100 tons for November 
and December shipmentat 4 3-l6c. Messrs Put- 
erson, Simons & Co, under date of Singapore, 
say: “Gambier has been active at declining 
rates; about 1100 tons have been taken, the 
price opening at $505 and deciing to $4 77; at 
the clo se there are some signs of firmness.” 

The stock of turmeric continues very light 
on the spot. Neither is there any quantity on 
way expected in shortly. Powdered is also be- 
coming scarce with values firmly held at 64@ 
Te as to quantity. The London Commercul 
Record says: “Bengal turmeric inactive and 
dull of sale at 27s 6d@28s per cwt (according to 
quality); 150 bags offered at the sale were 
bought in at 288. Of cochin 63 bags small 
finger sold at 33s; 228 bage cut bulbs were 
bought in at 1388, bu. afterwards sold at 128 6d. 
179 bags Madras finger were bought in at 266 
6d, with the exception of one lot of wormy 
ends, which sold at 1% 6d per cwt ” 

The market for prime Sicily sumac is a shade 
weaker, this applies more especially to ship- 
ments during December and January, as 
freights are being offered more treely. The de- 
mand is confined more chiefly to the jobbing 
wants of consumers who are not purchasing 
for forward delivery very freely at the mo- 
ment. We quote prime grades at $87 50@90 for 
shipments as to quantity. There are other
